T he im portance of an exhibit made by 
separate counties, showing the productive 
qualities of the various sections of our 
State, has become more apparent each 
year since the system was inaugurated by 
this Board. 
Recognizing the interest 
made manifest in th e past by both the 
public and the exhibitors, through whose 
energy and enterprise valuable agricultural 
lands have been brought to the notice of 
the world, and counties w ith small popu­ 
lations have increased in a manifold de­ 
gree, by reason of the producer having 
come forward with his products th at were 
of such quality as to enable him to meet 
all competitors, the Board have deemed 
it proper to increase the premiums in this 
department, and to th a t end have appro­ 
priated 12,500 to be distributed among the 
various counties m aking displays under 
the following provisions. 
To those who may have charge of the 
exhibits, we would call their attention to 
the fact th a t these awards will !>e made 
for the most extensive, perfect and varied 
exhibit of farm products (exclusive of live 
stock) exhibited as a county production. 
Tims it will be seen th at it is to be wholly 
devoted to the products of the farms lo­ 
cated in the county where the exhibit is 
made from, and does not include m anu­ 
factured goods of any kind or character, 
except those grown and raised in the 
comity from whence the display comes. 
. For the best display, as per explanation 
above, first prem ium of §500, cash. 
The rem aining exhibits shall receive 
premiums in proportion to their excel­ 
lence. as compared with that receiving the 
first premium. 
Competition to be 
between counties 
only. 
T hat is to say, th at the extire ex­ 
hibit made by one county must compete 
against the entire exhibit of another 
county. 
The premium awarded to each 
county exhibit will be paid to the commit­ 
tee in charge of said exhibit. 
Of late these exhibits have come to be 
the leading features of the Pavilion, and 
this year the interest taken in this friendly 
rivalry exceeded th a t of all former occa­ 
sions. 
Placer county, through her Board 
of Trade, backed by liberal appropriation 
and support of th e Board of Supervisors, 
under the management of B. M. Berry, so 
successfully gathered, and presented for 
observation her various products, as to 
secure for herself the honor of winning 
the first premium, and anything in the 
way of description of her wonderful re­ 
sources is at this tim e, and under these 
circumstances, of more than usual interest. 
The list of exhibits presented embraced 
every variety of product from the three 
productive sections, nearly evenly divided 
and classed as high altitude, foothill and 
valley lands. 
E very section contributed 
liberally of its excellent and valuable pro­ 
ductions. 
Lincoln, Roseville, 
Rocklin, Loomis, 
Penrvn, Newcastle, O phir, Auburn, Clip­ 
per Gap, Applegate, Lander,Colfax, D utch 
Flat, A lta, Iowa Ilill and M ichigan Bluff, 
all were excellently represented, but it is 
to the foothill fruit belt that it is at this 
tim e especially desirable to direct atten­ 
tion, and Newcastle, occupying the key­ 
stone position of the area, is selected as the 
base of observation.

FRUIT SHIPPING HOUSES. 
Newcastle claims to lie the largest shipper 
of fruits of local production of any place on 
the Pacific Coast. 
Its Eastern shipm ents 
are exceeded in the number of pounds for­ 
warded by only one place—Sacramento, 
which Ls the general shipping place for 
N orthern and 
Central California, and 
which is the distributing point of over 
twenty counties, so th at Newcastle’s claim 
in this direction seems to be well founded. 
In 1887 the shipments of green deciduous 
fruits to the East from Newcastle amounted 
to nearly eight million pounds, which was 
over one-fifth of all the green fruit shipped 
from California during th a t season. 
The 
growth of the fruit industry at Newcastle 
has been rem arkable. 
A few years ago 
the output was limited to a few baskets of 
berries; to-day it is measured by carloads 
of all varieties of fruit. 
T he success of the 
first shipper induced others to venture, and 
as the demand increased, more land was 
added to the cultivation of fruit, hence 
there was a gradual spread of the fruit area 
in all directions from town. 
The first 
shipm ents were confined to California and 
Nevada, but gradually, year- by year, they 
have been extended until now they reach 
every Eastern m arket.

PLA C ER COUXTY. 


S om eth in g ; o f I ts L o c a tio n , E x te n t a n d 
P o p u la tio n . 
Placer county lies between 38° 76' and 
39° 30'. 
Its direction is northeast and 
•southwest, and is about 100 miles long, by 
varying widths, from 10 to 30 miles, the 
course and distance being governed by the 
courscsof the rivers which define its bound 
aries. 
It extends from about eight miles 
from the Sacramento river to the summit 
of the Sierra Nevada mountains. 
The 
southwastem one-third lies in nearly a 
square, the northeast corner being near Au­ 
burn, the county seat, the distance across 
the county, from the American to Bear 
river, being only about eight miles. 
From 
the narrow portion the county gradually 
widens northeasterly to the State line. 
It 
contains 1,386 square miles. 
Its capacity 
may be estim ated by comparing it with 
the State of Rhode Island, which contains 
1,250 square miles, supporting a popula­ 
tion of 280,000, w hile Placer can boast oí 
less than 25,000. 


THE FRUIT BELT. 
G lancing at a m ap of California and 
tracing the course of th e Central Pacific 
R ailroad, it is seen th at from Sacramento 
to Rocklin the road patses over a compara­ 
tively level section. 
If then begins to 
diuib a spur of m ountains, and extends 
along the top of the ridge to th e State 
line. 
Gn this spur alosig th e line of the 
road from Rocklin to Colfax, and descend­ 
ing to the Bear river anfl A m erican river 
on either side, is the reiiow ned fruit belt, 
of which Newcastle is the «enter.

FRUIT SHIPMENTS FOR AUGUST. 
The shipm ents of fruit from Newcastle 
for the month of August were very large 
—far 
of 
larger than for any previous month 
this or any other season. 
D uring the 
month of August tiiere were 132 full car­ 
loads of fruit shipped to the Eastern m ar­ 
kets from this point, averaging 22,000 
pounds to the carload, am ounting in the 
aggregate 
to 
2,904.000 pounds. 
This 
makes a total of 240 full carloads for the 
season up to A ugust 31st. 
There was also 
shipped as freight during August, in less 
than carload lots, 609,736 pounds ol fruit 
consigned to ‘‘local m arkets,’’ m aking the 
total shipments by freight for the month 
of August the enormous am ount of 3,513,- 
13b pounds. 
Besides this there were 
•bipped by express 135,638 pounds, m ak­ 
ing a grand total of 3,649,374 pounds for 
the month.

ADVANTAGES OF IRRIGATION. 
J . M. Madden, upon this subject, says: 
“ T he idea is advanced in some localities 
and ur¡ged w ith rem arkable persistence, 
th at fruits produced w ithout irrigation are 
better, hardier and of finer flavor than any 
th at can be raised w ith the use of water, 
but the best answer to this line of reason­ 
ing is found in th e fact th at wherever irri­ 
gation and non-irrigation fruits are exhib­ 
ited side by side, the difference is so strik ­ 
ing as to adm it of no question, and always 
in favor of the former. 
The Newcastle 


they gathered this year 1,615 boxes of 
cherries and sold them for $2,312 55 cash. 
T he total expense of pruning, cultivating 
and m arketing was less than $350. 


J. N. BARTON 
Bought forty acres of land four miles 
southeast of town last February and says: 
“I t was one of those im proved farms th at 
some people class as failures, and was in a 
neglected condition, not having had any 
water on it for two years. 
O f th e forty 
acres there were about tw enty-eight acres 
in fruit and grapes. 
Of the tw enty-eight 
acres there are 1,000 young pear trees not 
yet in hearing. 
One-half of the balance 
are trees three years old. 
From this place 
my gross receipts have already been over 
irrigated fruits entered for prizes at State $.3,000. I bought this place February 2d, 
and other fairs challenge the world for a j entirely too late to get it in anvthing like 
com petitor in size, beauty and delicious 
flavor; and in every instance where tiie 
requisite amount of any variety has been 
entered for a premium, success has fol­ 
lowed. 
A nother and clinching argum ent 
in favor of the irrigated fruit is, th at while 
wholesale shippers to the East were paying 
70 cents per box for Newcastle irrigated 
Crawford peaches, they bought ju st as fine- 
looking non-irrigated valley peaches of the 
same variety for 35 cents per box. 
The 
reason stated for the difference in price 
was that the Newastle fruit would stand 
long shipm ent and reach its destination in 
excellent order, and th at the other would 
not. 
This goes to prove th at in order to 
enjoy any perm anent prosperity as a fruit- 
producing section, an abundance of water 
for irrigation is an im perative necessity, 
and that, as a result of such abundance, the 
crops in the Newcastle section are sur­ 
passed in quantity, quality and value by 
uo section of the Pacific coast.”

T he shipments for the m onth of Septem­ 
ber, up to yesterday morning, amounted to 
1,/ Í 6,000 pounds, or a total for the season 
to th at date of 9,492,371 pounds. 


THE LOCAL 
MARKET. 
The producer here is fortunate in being 
able to dispose of all of his fruit at home, 
for cash, and the Newcastle m arket is the 
best m arket in California, for it pays the 
highest price for its local fruits. Statistics 
show that Placer county peaches 
sell 
throughout the season for at least 25 cents 
per box more than the average price ob­ 
tain from other sections of the State. 
This is corroborated by a statem ent 
made by a leading Sacramento 
fruit- 
shipper, “ th at peaches from the Placer 
county foothills were worth to ship East, 
25 jnts more per box than peaches that 
come into Sacram ento from any other 
source.” 
There was paid in cash for fruit at the 
four shipping houses during the month of 
August, over $78,000. 


SOII. VARIETY. 
The soils of this wonderfully fertile and 
prolific region, and in which all the pro­ 
ducts of the tem perate and semi-tropical 
zones grow in profusion, are of two classes,one 
a slate, the other a granite, the latter being 
much greater in extent. 
Both kinds have 
admirers. 
Those living upon the former 
claim th at the insterstioes in the rock 
hold and supply naturally a great amount 
of moisture to vegetation. 
The granite 
soils which are generally of a reddish 
color, are composed largely of clay, sand, 
soda, potash, lime, phosphorus, iron and 
magnesia.^ 
The constant decomposition 
th at is going on in this soil appears to be 
of nearly endless duration and of such 
nature as to render the soil almost inex 
haustible. 
Artificial fertilization, owing 
to the natural course through which the 
soil is passing, will be unnecessary for : 
long time. 


THE COUNTRY AROUND NEWCASTLE 
Is generally rolling, w ith small valleys in 
tervening between the hills. 
The leading 
pursuit is the raising of fruits for the 
Eastern and local m arket. 
T here is still 
some mining going on,principally in a low 
grade quartz, hut the golden-hued fruits, 
from the top of the soil, far exceeds in 
value the yield from the rocks below. 


THE CLIMATE. 
The climate is good, th e seasons being 
th e same as is general throughout the 
State— that is, a wet and a dry season 
The dry season usually begins in May 
and w ith varying and increasing teui|>era 
ture continues until about the last of All 
gust. 
From th at tim e on th e heat grows 
less as the days shorten. 
There is no tim e 
during the summer when outdoor work 
may not be carried on, as owing to the 
dryness of the atm osphere one suffers no 
depression such as is common to the East 
owing to the presence o f great hum idity. 
The nights are generally cool and sleep is 
easy and refreshing. 
T he rainy season be­ 
gins sometimes w ith a shower about the 
middle of September, but after th at it is 
generally dry until November or Decem­ 
ber; amd from th at tim e until the end of 
February the greater part of the rainfall 
comes. 
Through M arch and A pril also 
frequently oocur some 
heavy showers. 
Snow is such a stranger as to be welcomed 
as a novelty by all. 
T he w inter cold never 
stojis out-door work, and such need not at 
any tim e be discontinued unless for the 
discomfort of working in the rain. 
Bliz­ 
zards, tornadoes and hurricanes are un­ 
known. 


THE WATER SU PPLY . 
For many years such w ater supply for 
fruit-growing as was furnished by the old 
mining ditches proved am ply sufficient, 
but an increased acreage of large extent 
rendered an increase in the supply neces­ 
sary, and on the 1st of October last" a force 
of 500 men commenced the work of en­ 
larging the 
carrying capacity of 
the 
ditches. 
T he result was an ample supplv 
lor all th at is now needed, or may be for 
year- to come. The supply from the snow­ 
capped mountains to th e east is inex­ 
haustible and beyond the extrem e lim it 
.of any possible demand th at can ever he 
Bli.'de upon ?t.

NEW CASTLE LANDS. 


W h a t H a s U ser. D o n e W ith T h e m —F a c ts 
fo r U o m e -S e c k c r g W o r ili C o n sid e r in g . 
W e present herew ith some information 
concerning fruit yields in th at locality, as 
gathered by the w riter from interviews 
w ith representative fruit-growers, and con­ 
cerning the reliability of which there can 
be no question. 
The object is to show the 
advantages the section affords to those 
seeking opportuntie3 for investing in small 
homes. 
By showing w hat has been done 
by patient and intelligent cultivation, an 
idea of what others may expect to accom­ 
plish can well be determined. 
The instances we cite are given some­ 
w hat as exceptional yields, showing what, 
under favorable circumstances, is possible, 
rath er than as an average. 
W hat a fair 
average return m ight be, as nearly as can 
be arrived at by careful inquiry, will also 
be given in connection. 


GEORGE W. BONDS 
Lives two and a half miles south of town. 
H e bought his trees from the nursery three 
years ago last spring, and he states th at he 
iias cleared $200 per acre this year from 
these 
three-year-old 
trees. 
They were 
yearling stock when set out. 
There were 
600 of the trees when purchased, and as 
planted occupied between five and six 
acres. 
M r. Bonds was a salesman in an 
agricultural im plem ent warehouse in San 
Francisco, and made the investment as an 
experim ent, 011 the solicitation of a friend, 
and the net income this year was nearly 
equal to the whole original investment. 


J. tv . DE LA MATER SAY'S: 
“ From sixteen Bilyeu’s L ate October 
peach trees 1 sold 87 boxes of peaches for 
0c per box, in all $60 90. 
I also dried 
from these same trees a little over 40 
pounds of fruit, which at the present price 
is worth 10 cents per pound. 
These trees 
are planted 20 feet apart or 108 to the 
acre, so the space occupied amounts to 
about one-seventh of an acre. 
I have sold 
during the present season off' of 58 Salway 
trees five years old, 408 boxes at 50 cents 
per box. 
In all, $204 from four trees more 
than h alf an acre.” 


W . J. WILSON, 
One of the most prom inent and successful 
fruit-growers in the vicinity, sa id : “ I don’t 
give any newspaper men any more infor­ 
mation about how much fruit I can raise. 
W hen I do they publish it, and see the 
result. 
Last year I sold from one acre 
fruit am ounting to a little over $1,200, 
shown by accurately kept accounts, and 
the newspapers got hold of it and pub­ 
lished it and on the strength of it the 
Assessor came around and 
raised 
my 
assessment $5,000. 
I could give you reli­ 
able information, th at would be valuable, 
but under the circumstances you will have 
to excuse me. 
I don’t want another raise 
in taxes this year.” 


W. A. PLANTZ 
Lives one mile north of town and raises a 
variety of fruits. 
In answer as to w hat he 
considered his most profitable yield from 
any crop, at any time, he said : 
“In 1885 
1 had one and a half acres in strawberries 
from which I received for fruit a little 
over $1,650. 
There was an acre of this 
th at paid me over $1,200. 
I paid for 
baskets th at year one cent each and for 
picking, packing and m arketing th e ex­ 
pense was about $150. 
The net income 
amounted to over $1,100 from the patch.” 


B. F. OLINGER 
Came here three years ago and bought 40 
acres about a m ile and a half northeast of 
town, paying therefor $800. 
H e has ten 
acres in cultivation. 
H e offered it for sale 
in 1886 for $1,500, and a man came along 
and bought it, putting up a forfeit. Olinger 
was so exultant over his trade that the 
man thought something was wrong and 
backed out. 
T his year the returns were 
such th at a cash offer of $5,000 was refused, 
and the owner thinks now th at Newcastle 
is the place above all others for fruit 
yields, and for big incomes from small 
homes. 
CHARLES GROSS 
Said : 
“ I came here from Louisiana three 
years ago. 
I didn’t know anything about 
farming—didn’t know how to hitch up a 
team. 
I bought ten acres of land one mile 
west of town and went to work on it in my 
own way, which seemed to be at variance 
w ith everybody else’s ideas of w hat I 
ought to do. 
I have six and one-lialf acres 
in bearing fruit. 
Last year (the second 
after coming), I sold from the place $1,260 
worth of fruit. 
During this season I sold 
from one and one-eighth acres of land over 
$700 worth ol fruit, and am still picking 
from it for the m arket. 
About one-third 
of my orchard is bearing 
for the first 
time this year, 
From the six and one- 
half 
acres 
to 
date 1 
have 
re­ 
ceived cash am ounting 
to over $2,300, 
and when all is sold I will have realized 
over $2,400. 
I have not finished m arket­ 
ing yet, and so have not my exact figures 
for all expense, but my net income will lie 
about $1,300, possibly $1,350. 
I use more 
w ater than my neighbors, and believe that 
accounts in a great measure for the success 
I have. 
My peaches have invariably been 
the largest 5nd finest wherever I have ex­ 
hibited, and I got first prize at the State 
F a ir this year and last.” 


ANOTHER GROWER, 
\V hose place adjoins the town of New­ 
castle, and who forbade th e use of his 
name, sa id : 
“ From 280 cherry trees four 
years old and planted only sixteen feet 
apart mv net receipts for this season 
amounted to $1,039. 
T hey occupy less 
than twh acres of land.” 
This gentleman 
keeps an accurate account o f all receipts 
and expenses. 
H e raises almost every 
variety of fruit. 
In all fruit he has not 
to exceed forty acres. 
“ In round num ­ 
bers,” he said, “ m y expense for the season 
will be $1,700. 
T h at includes pruning, 
cultivating, picking, boxes, m arketing, etc. 
The gross receipts to date are over $6,000. 
I have considerable more fruit to m arket, 
but if I had not my net income is, you 
see, over $4,300, or a little oxer $100 p er 
acre for the whole farm .” 


AVERY & BERRY 
H ave a fruit farm three miles southeast. 
I'rom 150 bearing cherry trees, occupying 
less than one ajjd one-half acres of land 


w hat 1 would call a number one condition, 
but consider th at I have been wonderfully 
blessed. 
I paid $7,300 for it. 
A month 
after I bought it and cleared it up I was 
offered and refused $10,000. 
I propose to 
keep it for my home. 
By the way, I had 
a small patch of Muscat grapes that are 
worth mentioning. 
I cannot give you 
exact figures, as my books are at the house, 
but from the vines I had at least 1,500 
pounds of raisins to the acre, which, with 
the shipping grapes I marketed, I am sat­ 
isfied will net me $150 per acre. 
My 
three-year-old A lexander and H ale’s early 
peach trees averaged four and three-fourths 
boxes to the tree and averaged me $1 25 
per box. 
T he former are a very poor 
peach—about the poorest excuse of any­ 
thing grown, but as they come in early 
they sell.” 
G. I.. THRELKEL. 


“ W as born and raised here. 
I have 
been in the fruit business all my life. Con­ 
sider peacli trees the best and safest, in 
fact, peaches are the backbone of our fruit 
business. 
Every kind of fruit does well, 
some in certain localities 
better than 
others, but peaches are the staple. 
I have 
now about fifty acres in fruit, th irty acres 
in peaches, from 3 to 9 years otd. 
Have a 
young orchard of Salways, planted three 
years ago, from which 1 sold this year 
3,200 boxes for $1,600. 
These are planted 
twenty feet apart, or 108 to the acre. From 
these next year I expect at least 5,000 
boxes, and will get them if there is no 
frost to prevent. 
The best yield that ever 
I had was from a variety th at is not nearly 
so desirable as some others. 
From 120 
trees of W ard clings, in twelve trees more 
than an acre, I picked 800 boxes, for 
which I received 55 cents per box. 
I 
picked thirteen boxes 
of 
marketable 
peaches 
from one 
tree 
of 
M eDevitt 
d ing, 
and 
as 
they 
were 
carefully 
sorted 
there 
was 
considerable refuse. 
1 
th in k these trees 
will 
average 
all 
through, one year w ith another, six to 
eight boxes to the tree. 
They should be 
planted at least twenty feet apart. 
I have 
a vineyard of wbat are considered good 
vines, and I am going to pull it up and 
plant to peaches. 
Three men take care of 
the orchard and do all the work on the 
place until picking time, then I have to 
hire two or three extra hands for about 
three months. 
“ If proper care is taken of trees they 
will bear for thirty years — anyway, 
I 
know of trees here now of th at age "that 
are thrifty and still bearing. 
Cherries 
are a good fruit, and I have, 1 think, the 
largest young cherry orchard in the county, 
and it will come into bearing next spring. 
Froru 120 bearing cherry trees my father 
sold $1,650 worth, and 1 thought 1 would 
give them a good trial. 
I thiuk, next to 
peaches, however, that B artlett pears are 
the safest plant, although 1 have had jioor 
success w ith them myself.” 


A. FREITAS. 
Besides the deciduous fruits, Newcastle 
can boast of her citrus 
products. 
A. 
Freitas, who secured the first prem ium on 
his exhibit at the last Citrus F air, gath­ 
ered in 18S5 from his young grove eigh­ 
teen thousand (18,000) oranges. F'rom the 
same trees in 1886 he gathered thirty 
thousand (30,000), a very good increase for 
one year. 
T he lowest price for which he 
sold any of his crop of 1886 was at 2 ] 
cents per orange. 
The size and value of 
his grove is steadily increasing. 


M R S. p . a . RICE 
H as in her garden in town about 200 fine 
orange trees, free from pests of any kind. 
One tree, 21 years old, measures 36] 
inches 
in 
circumference, is 
about 
25 
feet 
bigh, 
and 
from 
it 
have 
been 
gathered 
in 
a 
single 
season 
as high as 3,500 oranges.

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OUR PRISONS. 


THE PENOLOGY SYSTEM IN YOGUE 


AT SAN QUENTIN. 


A V isit to that Institution, and i 
T alk w ith Prison Officials About 
the Treatm ent o f Prisoners. 


E ds. R ecord-Union : The suppression 
of crime and the reformation of criminals 
is a subject that has engrossed the thoughts 
and baffled the efforts of the wisest states­ 
men and profoundest thinkers of every 
age. Penology is a science, and one that 
very few men possess the natural ability, 
or rather talent, to attain proficiency in. 
It requires a deep insight into human 
nature, a keen sense of justice, an inflex­ 
ible will, and, above all. the power of 
commanding respect and maintaining au­ 
thority. 
In fact the man who exercises a 
controlling influence for good over the 
criminal class must possess the faculty of 
convincing them that lie is both tiieir 
i master and friend. 
Brute force may coerce them into discip­ 
line : severity m ay terrify them into 
obedience, but such methods will never 
reform them. Neither will mistaken kind­ 
ness or leniency, and the most essential 
qualifications for a penologist are a strict 
sense of justice and the jiower of deter- 
m'ning when to be severe and when to be 
lenient. 
These thoughts were suggested by a re­ 
cent vi-.it to Han Quentin State Prison, 
where I was kindly offered every facility 
for thoroughly inspecting the management 
of the institution and interviewing the 
prisoners, many of whom, I am convinced, 
will, under the judicious training they are 
now receiving, soon become 
reputable 
members of society. 
Leaving San Francisco at an early hour, 
I proceeded hv steamer to Sausalito and 
thence to San Quentin, where I at once 
presented my letter of introduction to the 
Deputy 
Warden, 
Captain 
Benjamin 
Chambers, who accorded me a very kind 
reception, and upon learning the object of 
my visit immediately delegated an officer 
of the establishment to conduct me through 
the jute mill, door factory, carpenter 
shop and other departments inside the 
walls; in all of which I was most favor­ 
ably impressed by the orderly conduct and 
cheerful industry of the convicts.^ 
Upon my return to the front gate 
I 
accepted 
Captain 
Chambers’ 
invi­ 
tation 
to 
accompany him in a stroll 
through the outside grounds, and feeling 
deeply interested in the subject gladly 
listened to his v ie w s on p^nolorv. which *1 
now g.ve us near as possioic 111 iiis own 
words: “ Next to intemperance,” said that 
gentleman, “ idleness is the great cause of 
crime; ergo, remove the cause and the 
cfleet ceases. 
Industry and idleness are 
simply habits. The one beneficial and the 
other pernicious, and I hold that good 
habits may he as easily acquired as had 
ones, and acting on that hypothesis do all 
in my power to inculcate habits of in­ 
dustry among those under my control. My 
first step with a new arrival is to learn all 
1 possibly can about his antecedents, and 
long experience in such matters enables 
me to judge pretty accurately as to what 
his qualifications are. If I find that he 
has led an idle, dissolute life and feels a 
repugnance to all kinds of manual labor, 1 
set him, in the first instance, at some light 
task that won’t overtax his strength or 
greatly fatigue him. 
I then try and in­ 
duce him to take an interest in what he :s 
doing by speaking a word of encourage­ 
ment occasionally, or even taking his tools 
in my own hands and showing him how to 
use them,” and the genial Captain held up 
for my inspection an arm, the well-de­ 
veloped muscle of which evidenced that he 
was no novice in the art of slinging a 
heavy pick or long-handled shovel him 
self, 
Continuing the conversation, he 
said: 
“ If 1 find that he is contumacious and 
shows no desire to conform to the rules of 
the prison, I at once resort to harsher 
methods and compel obedience; but the 
moment he shows signs of yielding, I meet 
him half way ; instead of forcing him to 
lower his self-respect and debase his man­ 
hood by cringing and whining to be again 
taken into favor, I, figuratively sjieaking, 
take him bv the hand and encourage him, 
just a* I would any deserving fellow-crea- 
ture 1 saw struggling manfully against 
misfortune m the outer world, and I 
found the plan to 
I occasionally meet 
vicious 
and

who 
are 
entirely 
unsusceptible to kindness, and to such men 
1 am simply their jailer and master, but 
whenever a prisoner shows a desire to re­ 
form I do all in my power to assist him 
and bring whatever good qualities he may 
possess to the surface. No matter who he 
may be his treatment while under my 
charge is strictly in accordance with his 
deserts. 
W hether he belongs to the high­ 
est^ or lowest grades of society is imma­ 
terial. 
I simply regard him as an atom of 
humanity, more or less diseased, which it 
is my duty to return to society in as 
healthy a state as possible.” 
_ ‘‘Then, Captain,” 1 observed, “ you con­ 
sider crime as a disease and treat it ac­ 
cordingly.” 
“ Well, partly so; though 1 would rather 
class it as habit. 
We all inherit criminal 
instincts in a greater or less degree, which 
are fostered and encouraged, or controlled 
and kept in abeyance, by habits which are 
subsequently acquired. 
Thus, judicious 
training in early youth will inculcate hab­ 
its of morality, industry, honesty, temper­ 
an e, etc., that under favorable circum­ 
stances outgrow or overcome our evil pro­ 
pensities, hut seldom entirely eradicate 
them, s-ome germ of the curse lingers in 
most natures, and if not carefully guarded 
is liable to break forth at any moment, 
llow otherwise can we account "for the fact 
that many who for years lead what may 
almost be called immaculate lives, sud­ 
denly commit some atrocious crime, when 
those whom society has regarded as saints 
instantly develop into demons ? Now if 
crime is, :us some assert, entirely a disease, 
could a person who had cover exhibited 
any symptoms of the disease instantly 
catch it in its most virulent form ? 
“ The ‘■ime i- applicable tc insanity. A 
great mental shock will often overthrow 
reason in an instant, but if we investigate 
such cases it will generally be found that 
the germs of insanity were previously 
rooted in the mind thus unbalanced. 
“ And so it is- with crime; the propensity 
for evil or what k . o aptly called natural 
eusscdncss, exists ia all natures and with 
the best of us is mil"' held in subjection by 
the good hab:t« we have acquired and by 
neglecting those good habits and allowing 
them to lose their strength and vigu*\ we 
aliord room and opportunity for tiie evil 
that is in us to gaiu ;; firmer root, and it 
keep- gradually growing and acquiring 
strength uutil at last some unexpected 
cireum-tance or sudden temptation calls it 
forth and the world is astonished to learn 
what devils we are. 
“ Now, as the only method to c\eck the 
growth of noxious weeds is to cultivate the 
soil and sow good seed, so tire only way to 
check crime is to cultivate the mind’ hv 
inculcating good habits and stimulating 
their growth. 
Perhaps my explanation of 
the system which General MeComb and 
mpself are endeavoring to test is not suf­ 
ficiently lucid for you to thoroughly un­ 
derstand, but I dare say you will he able 
to grasp my meaning.” 
“ It is jierfectlv clear and easily compre­ 
hended, 1 assure you, Captain; but, may I 
ask, is the method merely to be regarded 
as an experiment, or have you sufficiently 
tested it to prove its efficiency ?” 
“ Of that,” the Captain replied, “Ish all 
give you an opportunity to jiidge for vour- 
self, preferring that you should draw'your 
conclusions entirely from personal observa­ 
tion. 
Do you see that body of men work­ 
ing on the road before us ?” 
Poiuting as 
lie spoke to a party of convicts, numbering 
about thirty, who were fiusiiv employed in 
grading a road along the iiill side"about 
half a mile distant from where we then 
stood. I pon being answered in iije affirma­ 
tive. he continued: 
Well, they 
represent nearly every 
nationality and grade of s icietv on the 
civilized earth, and 
‘ 


incorrigible, who were constantly being 
punished for idleness, insubordinatiou and 
bad conduct, yet I do not consider it net- 
essary to place a foreman over them. Of 
course there are guards stationed around 
the grounds to prevent their escaping 
should they attempt such a thing, but 
there is no foreman to direct their labor or 
to insist on the performance of any special 
task, and now let us go round to the other 
side of the prison and I will take you to a 
post of observation where, unseen by them, 
we can watch their every action.” 
Proceeding around the 
rear of the 
prison we ascended an eminence on the 
south side of the wall and entered a guard­ 
house, where the Captain, after inviting nle 
to be seated, handed me a spyglass, observ­ 
ing as he did so: “This is one of my look- ! 
outs by which I am enabled to keep pris-1 
oners working outside the wall under con- j 
stant surveillance although they are not I 
aware of the fact and it would he impes- ¡ 
si hie for them to loiter av.ay their time or ¡ 
commit any serious hreaeli of discipline, j 
such as fighting among themselves, without ‘ 
my knowing it. And now I have business j 
at the W arden’s office that will prob- t 
ably detain me half an hour, hut will j 
return for you at the expiration of that ; 
time if you can amuse yourself hereduring ■ 
the interval.” 
So saying, he left me to perform my 
self-imposed duties as watchman. After 
removing my seat to a comfortable position j 
near the window, 1 lighted a cigar and | 
proceeded to scan the group of prisoners ■ 
previously mentioned. The powerful glass | 
enabled me to scrutinize their minutest j 
actions; every stroke of tiioir picks, and j 
every shovelful of earth they removed was t 
plainly perceptible ; and I could even see i 
them handing pieces of tobacco to each j 
other. One of the party was evidently | 
telling a story or making a speech, as I j 
could see him occasionally emphasize his : 
words by gesticulation, while the others ! 
would 
laugh 
heartily; 
yet 
through j 
all they continued working as willingly ! 
and cheerfully as any body of free labor- j 
crs I have ever seen, and while watching I 
them I could not help doubting their 
identity with the incorrigible scoundrels 
and irredeemable ruffians we never here 
spoken of save in terms of contumely and 
detestation. Turning to the guard who 
was pacing a platform near me, I asked 
him by what magic those turbulent spirits 
had been brought into such complete sub­ 
jection. 
“ By no magic at all sir,” he answered; 
■“ it is simply by appealing to their good 
sense and better nature. They are clearly 
shown the benefits of industry and good 
conduct, and encouraged to persevere in 
the right course. 
Severity is never re­ 
sorted to to enforce obedience until other 
methods have failed ; hut they are given 
1 1 understand that discipline must and 
will be maintained under all circum­ 
stances.” 
Further conversation with the guard 
>vas prevented by the return of Captain 
Chambers, with whom was made a con­ 
tinuation of our tour around the premises. 
Leaving the guard-house we proceeded 
for a short distance along the beach and 
crossed the old brick and lumber yards, a 
large portion of which has been reclaimed 
for a vegetable garden. After pointing out 
various important improvements lately

The general impression seems to be that 
land cannot he too rich for fruit. Theo­ 
retically it cannot, hut practically I am 
convinced it can he. 
Most writers on hor­ 
ticultural subjects say any land that will 
raise good corn will he good for fruit. 
I 
never saw anv land too rich for corn, hut 1 
have seen it too rich for fruit. 
Land may 
contain so much humus or plant food that 
a large growth of wood will he made and 
hut a small quantity of fruit be produced, 
just as land may contain so much plant 
food as to grow heavy straw, but yielded 
little or no grain. There are two orchards 
of about one thousand trees each near Sa­ 
linas, Monterey county, tliat show clearly 
that land may he too rich for fruit. The 
trees in these orchards are young and have 
made a remarkable growth of wood. Many 
of them had such large, dense tops that the 
wind had swayed them over, and it be­ 
came necessary to give them a somewhat 
severe pruning last winter, having been 
neglected in this respect for some time. 
No plowing was done in one of these orch­ 
ards, the ground being merely cultivated, 
and no crop was planted. The other orch­

have remarkably vigorous and wide-spread­ 
ing roots. 
As the roots were not pruned 
or broken any by the plow, as they should 
have been, all their strength was left to 
renew the branches cut oil at the time of 
pruning, and most faithfully have they 
used this vitality to grow enormous tops to 
the trees. Then the rank growth of weeds, 
up to one’s hips, is another evidence of 
the superabundance of plant food in the 
soil. 
Here in the foothills where there is 
less liumus and more mineral substances 
in the soil, our trees are loaded down with 
fruit, even to breaking down of many 
limbs. 
Evidently the remedy in such 
cases is to root prune, by plowing, as well 
as top pruning, exhausting the excess of 
humus by cropping the ground with some 
root or vine crop, and by a liberal applica­ 
tion of lime and ashes. 
I am confident 
now that the reason of the failure of the 
orchard to produce fruit on another rancli 
which 1 knew of in Yolo county was the 
same as mentioned above.—J. S. Tibbits in 
Pacific Rural Press.

We went to church in town, j 
however, and tried to have Sunday-school ; 
in our school-liouse, hut had to dismiss it 
because “the rebels were about.” 
On Monday my husband came back, 
bringing the horses. 
I was sorely put out 
when I saw them, for I felt there was no 
safety here; he said there was no safety in 
York county, as the enemy was scouring 
that region. So we determined where we 
would hide them in case the danger grew ; 
and all day Tuesday we watched and won­ 
dered, for we knew the enemy was very 
near. 
We could see their camp fires ail 
along the mountains, and were constantly 
hearing of them in the neighboorhood. 
You see that hill over there? 
Well, there 
never was much timber on it, and it was a 
first-rate place for a lookout. 
On Wednes­ 
day morning, July 1st, 1 hurried through 
with my work, and thought if there was 
anything to be seen I could see it from 
there ; and I got there bright and early, 
and found most of my neighbors before me, 
for we were very anxious. 
But there was 
nothing to he seen of anybody’s army. The 
day was very warm, the sun shining, and 
oh, it was so still! 
I wish I could describe ' 
the quiet that was everywhere. I could 
not hear a dog hark or a rooster crow ; 
even the birds did not sing. 
It was an 
awful stillness, and I can feel it yet when­ 
ever I think of that morning. 
Mr. S—, a neighbor of mine, said: 
“Harriet, suppose we walk out the road and 
see if we can find out anything.” 
I guess 
I am one of the kind who find it easier to 
go than to stand still, so I agreed and we 
started out on that road that joins the 
Mnmmasburg road. 
We walked on talk­ 
ing quietly until we came to a field of 
grass about a mile away; there we found a 
number of Union pickets standing pretty 
dose along the fence. 
The men seemed 
worn out and their horses did look mon­ 
strous tired. W e askc-d why they did not 
get some grass out of the field and feed 
them ; and they said their orders were 
such that they dare not do it, although 
they had ridden all night. 
If we had 
known as much about battles as we did 
later we would have thought awhile be­ 
fore venturing beyond those pickets, but 
we walked on a mile or more and there 
was nothing unusual except the stillness ; 
that was very remarkable and so oppress­ 
ive that without knowing why, we spoke 
in whispers to each other. 
On we went as far as the Mnmmasburg 
road, and crossed it moving toward the 
Chambersburg pike; when we had gone a 
few steps there was a shot from a rebel 
cannon on to the right. So thoroughly 
astounded was I that I stood and watched 
the shell nearly to its journey’s end, and 
never will I forget the sound of that can­ 
non, the first shot of the battle ! 
W hile 1 
watched, as it seemed to me, tens of thou­ 
sands of men, as if by magic, rose from the 
earth. There I stood midway, between the 
two armies; where an instant before there 
had been fields and woods and the peace­ 
ful nes- of the Sabbath day. there hurst 
forth shots and horrible yells, and more 
men than could be numbered. 
I did not 
wait to count the men or “ to watch the 
proceedings.” 
I remember that Mr. S. 
said in a quiet way: 
“ Harriet, we had 
better go home,” and 1 know that I agreed 
with him. 
We came home faster than we went, 
and when v.e reached our own fields and 
turned a sharp bend in the road we found 
it filled with Rhodes’ cavalry. They at 
one arrested Mr. S 
and 1 started on 
alone. 
1 was not exactly afraid, hut was 
greatly concerned about my home and our 
horses. 
The cavalrymen parted their

At last he threw me the rein, savinsr,

in it, for you will lose her if you don’t.” 
We stood around her rejoicing and petting 
her, when a few minutes later the same 
soldier came up, and, pointing to some 
officers down by the fence, said: 
“Madam, 
1 am sent hack for her. 
I despise this 
whole business, and I’d leave 
her if 
I could. 
My own brother was shot down 
by my side this morning, and I could not 
stop even to give him a kind word. They 
say soldiers must obey/’ 
And off he 
walked with “ Nellie.” 
All day Wednesday, wheu the firing was 
so active, I was concerned for the wounded, 
and the rebels several times asked me why 
1 did not see after my wounded “if I were 
such a great Union woman.” 
“ Don’t taunt me,” I said, “for I am go­ 
ing as soon as I can.” 
S i on Thursday 
morning a Confederate officer said: 
“Now 
you can go.” 
I asked him where our 
wounded were to be foumd, and he pointed 
to a large barn on a neighbor’s farm; hut I 
knew better, for that was filled with their 
wounded. 
There had been fighting between our 
house and tow n, and the Confederates held 
the ground, and their wounded had been 
cared for. 
1 saddled the old blind horse, 
packed a market basket full of bread and 
butter and wine and old linen and band­ 
ages and {tins, for I belonged to a society 
in town that prepared such things. Just 
as I was starting one of my nieces said she 
would go too ; she jumped up behind me 
and I fixed the basket in front. 
I went 
the straight road to find out where the 
Union wounded were. Just then the Con­ 
federate General Jenkins rode up and told 
me to come with him and he would show 
me. 
We rode on to the top of Keekler’s 
H ill; do you remember the long, steep 
hill, with the pretty view from the top? 
That is the hill, and when we got there 
and saw that valley I confess I felt a little 
discouraged, and my niece begged me to 
go hack. 
Before we reached the foot of 
the hill a courier came for General Jenk­ 
ins and I never saw him again. 
But on I 
w ent; as far as I could see there were 
men, living and dead, and horses and 
wagons and guns and cannon, and confu­ 
sion everywhere. 
You know there was no 
fighting that morning. Getting down into 
the valley I began calling: “ Where are 
our wounded?” 
“ Here!" 
“ H ere!” and 
all about hands were lifted up and beek- 
oned me to come. 
I had found them, 
lying in the broiling sun, where they had 
lain lor twenty-four hours—with no food 
and no water. 
A zigzag fence was standing on the side 
of the road, and in its angles were many 
who had taken shelter there from the sun 
and to avoid being trampled on. 
I told 
my niece to give bread and butter to all 
who could eat it and wine to the faint, and 
I would look after their wounds. 
You 
wonder, as do many others, how I could 
attend to them. 
The very worst, of 
course, needed a surgeon’s care, but I did 
the best I could for the rest. 
I would cut 
open a trouser leg or a coat sleeve—any­ 
thing until I found the wound, and then 
clean it and put on fresh cloths. One of 
the first I touched was a jioor fellow badly 
hurt in the back. I cut open his coat from 
the waist up and found that the cloth he 
had put on the wound to stanch the blood 
was so dried that I could not loosen it— 
and I had no water. A wounded comrade 
dying near, said: “ Madam, there is a 
little tea in my canteen that I have been 
saving; mavbe you can loosen it with 
that.” 
" 
I had been hearing the pitiful cry of 
“ Water,” “ Water,” all around me, "and 
when J found these men had none for 
twenty-four hours I rose up in my wrath, 
and turning to the rebels who were walk­ 
ing about, I said: “ Is it possible that none 
of you will bring water to these poor fel­ 
lows?” 


there were none to give it. 
W hen on my way home that afternoon I 
saw a field full of men, and was puzzled to 
know who they were and why they were 
there. 
When I came very near Í found 
they were prisoners—our Northern boys 
who expected to start South any hour— 
and they swarmed around me like bees 
begging me to take charge of letters to 
their friends. 
1 said to them, “ Boys, 
don’t be paroled, you are in your own 
country and stand every chance of getting 
oft. 
I beg of you not to be paroled.” 
I here were nearly two thousand, and, 
sure enough, their captors only marched 
them about three miles from town when 
they had to let them go in order to make 
good their own retreat. 
When it was all over and the last one of 
the enemy had gone the feeling of relief 
was great, hut I was too tired to enjoy it. 
We iiad not rested day or night; by night 
the passing of men and artillery and wag­ 
ons was constant; by day we were “ on the 
go” all the time, feeding and attending to 
the crowds that came continually to the 
house. 
In three days we baked three bar­ 
rels of flour for our uninvited visitors. 
I 
told some of them one day that I was 
obeying the Scripture with every hit of 
food I gave them—“ Heaping coals of fire, 
you think ? Weil, we’ll stand the coals if 
you’ll give us the bread.” 
For weeks I wanted to do nothing hut 
sleep, and that was the common testimony 
of the residents of the town and country 
all about. 
I believe some one has called 
Gettysburg a sleepy old town; may it be 
that they are not yet rested from those 
busy, noisy days ?

So ycu understand, after the m anner of 
M-Nop we do not want him to doctor our 
chickens. The tari (¡'chicken belongs to the 
Republican party, and your anxiety to 
doctot it leads us to suspect your are more 
interested as an undertaker than as a phy­ 
sician. 
[Applause.] 
I represent a Republican district, a d is­ 
trict in favor of tariff' reform, and I stand 
ready to vote for any bill to reform the in­ 
consistencies o f the tariff' consistent with 
the best interests o f the industries of this 
country. 
I charge that the Democratic party, or a 
majority of that party, is in favor "of free 
trade. 
The Republican party is in favor of 
protection : and w hile m any o f us believe 
there should be a reform of the tariff', as I 
have suggested, still the great underlying 
difference between the two parties is there 
to stay. 
To prove that the Democrats are free­ 
traders I m ake a very few extracts o f the 
m any that could be cited to prove m y po­ 
sition. 
The gentlem an from Texas [Mr. Hare] 
sa id : 
I believe that a tariff for protection is the 
loundatiiiu and principal cause of all the com ­ 
plaints and unrest that has either threatened or 
actually disturbed the public peace aud quiet 
for years, because it fosters one industry at the 
expense of another, it transfers the labor and 
production of one class aud gives it to another, 
thereby building up a small class of great wealth 
and impoverishing the great body of our peo­ 
ple. 
i am opposed to any tariff whatever for pro­ 
tection simply. 
If we did not require m oney to defray the ex- 
¡«enses of government, I would be an absolute 
and uncomprising free-trader. 
The argument of those who favor protection is 
(among other things) that such tariff is neces­ 
sary to protect labor and production, and. to 
prove it it is shown that the laborer is paid 
higher wages in America than anywhere else 
on the globe. 
Admi’ting the fact that in dollars aud cents 
the United States pays higher wages than Eng­ 
land ; that England pays more than other coun­ 
tries in Europe, and that Europe pays higher 
than India, yet it is also an established fact that 
the laborer in the United States cannot, as a- 
general rule, save anything from the result of 
liis toil at the end o f each year ; nor can he do 
so in England, norelsewncre in Europe, nor in 
India, 
it is equally as well established that in 
all those countries the laborer does eat and wear 
clothes adapted to his country and climate. 
Then what is the difference between earning ?1 
per day or 10 cents per day, if the result is the 
same, namely sufficient to eat to preserve life, 
and sufficient to wear to protect the body.

But w hy does m y colleague draw back

festive tramp? 
W hy erect a Chi­ 
nese wall between yourself and the tramp? 
Oh ’ ) ? sajo-, 1 am on a different plane ol 
life: I do not need him . 
But m y country 
shoul 1 -et down and trade freely with any 
other country in the world. 
Do 7 1 uot know and can you not see 
that ir; tie 
country every citizen, however 
h u m ., 
his trade or calling, is his own 
master and that our country, therefore, as 
compared with moat others, was 
built 
under the providence o f God by brave an­ 
cestors upon a m ere certain foundation and 
a higher plane? 
Mr. Mills, Chairman of the com m ittee, 
and the acknowledged leader of the D em o­ 
cratic party, says : 
We w ill increase wealth if we lower the 
duties and let importations come in of those 
things which can be produced cheaper in other 
countries than our own. 
There is not a manufactured article on 
this earth wherein the raw materials are 
com m on and wherein labor creates a part 
that can not be produced cheaper in any 
other country in the world than in our own. 
W hy ? Sim ply because the labor is cheaper. 
Xo man can live in this country 011 the 
wages paid in other countries ; not because 
he cannot "exist.” but he m ust clothe and 
educate his children, or violate the public 
sentim entof this country, w hich sentim ent 
is our chief honor and glory. 
Tnis proposition of Mr. M ills carried to 
its legitim ate results, would do one of two 
things. 
It would either close every m anu­ 
facturing and labor-em ploying establish­ 
ment in this country or reduce those em ­ 
ployed there to the cheap wages of other 
countries. This would drive the children of 
the laborer from the school-house to the 
factories and m ines, and m ay the Great 
Father of nations long delay the day when 
the American youth (the foundation stones 
o f our fntnre glory) shall be dwarfed in 
m ind and body by this free trade process.

The wealth of a nation doe3 not consist 
o f its surplus in m oney, its railroads, its 
factories, nor its farms, but rather in that 
great wealth of hum anity, educated and 
loyal, which is the sure guarantee that our 
future will be greater than our past. 
Mr. M ills further pleads for “ freedom to 
buy the products o f oth ers” where we 
please, w hile the gentlem an from South 
Carolina [Air. H em phili] asks for the sam e 
thing when he asks the right to purchase 
labor where it can be purchased the cheap­ 
est. 
I have quoted enough to show m y prop­ 
osition to be true 
that the Democratic 
party is in favor o f free trade. 
The Xorthern Democracy say, “ Oh, no : 
we are not free-traders; we believe in tariff 
reform and tariff revision only.” 
Gentle­ 
m en, you know as well as I do that “ the 
tail goes with the hide.” 
Y ou remember a 
few days ago when we were in the dead­ 
lock. and you Xorthern Democrats walked 
up and down with a feather in ycur hat 
and a chip on your shoulder, end said you 
did not propose to be bossed bv the Brig­ 
adiers. 
K ing Caucus tapped the bell, and 
you went in, like good boys, and laid down 
your bundles. 


The Brigadier rings the caucus b ell: 
: he dough-lace cries “ For sham e ! 
I’ll not be Dossed by the Brigadier,”

[Laughter ] 
And when the great D em o­ 
crat c party shall have assumed control of 
the Senate and of the W hite H ouse and of 
this H ouse o f Congress and o f the Su ­ 
preme Court, and the edict goes forth that 
frcs trade sh s.l be the policy o f the party. 
y< ¡i Xorthern Democrats, being but tiie 
caudal appei.uage, the m ere tail of the 
great D em oi; die dog, w ill m eekly and 
m odestly e: ! >ld yourselves between the 
hind legs c f your ow ner and wait pa­ 
tiently for i- formation from the business 
end of that 
:og whether to wag for free 
trade or for protection. 
[Great laughter.] 
Mr. Chairman, I have never been in favor 
o f sending a man Jo the penitentiary for 
preaching free trade. 
I do not think that 
is a good ca u se; but when a m an like the 
Chairman of the AVays and Means Com- 
m itee of this H ouse stands up here and 
talks by the hour in favor of free trade, 
and then tells us that it is all for the bene­ 
fit of the laboring m en in this country, it 
makes m e tired. 
[Laughter on the Repub­ 
lican side.] 
Here comes an American shoem aker who 
says to the Chairman of the Committee on 
W ays and M eans: 
“ Mr. M ills, I under­ 
stand you are in favor o f buving vour shoes 
where you can buy them cheapest?” “ Oh, 
yes.” 
“ W hy do you want to buy them 
where you can buy cheapest?” 
“ W hy, 
just to help you poor Am erican shoe­ 
makers. 
[Laughter.] 
T he next man is a 
spinner of yarn or a weaver of cloth, and 
he says : 
“ Mr. Mills, you say we ought to 
have free trade ; 
that we ought to be per­ 
mitted to buy our clothes wherever we 
want to, and wherever we can get them 
cheapest. 
Y'ou can buy your clothing 
cheaper in England, I think .” 
“ Ob, yes,” 
says Mr. M ills. 
“ W on’t you tell m e,” says 
the American clothm an, “ w hy you want "to 
buy your clothing iu England".”" “ Oh, y e s ; 
it is to help your poor American clothiers,” 
says Mr. M ills. 
[Renewed laughter.] And 
here comes a man with sw arthy brow and I 
horny hand, an ironworker, w ho 
savs : 
“ I understand, Mr. Mills, you want to buv 
your shovels and your hoes and all your 
ironware in England, where you can get 
them cheap.” 
“ Oh, yes,” says Mr. Milis. 
' but it is all for the benefit of your poor 
American ironworkers.” 
Now, Mr. Chairman, as I said before, 
w hile I do not believe in sending a man 
to the penitentiary for preaching free trade, 
yet 
when a man stands up here and 
talks free trade, and says that he does it 
all for the benefit of American working­ 
men, I do think he ought to be sent down 
for six m onths twice a year for fifty years 
for hypocrisy. 
[Laughter on the Republi­ 
can side.] 
And, Mr. Chairman, the workingm en are 
going into Convention, and nre going to 
adopt a preamble and a resolu ion som e­ 
what like this: 


W h e r e a s , The Democratic party, or rather 
the Chairman ot the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee of the House of Representatives, believes 
that he should have the right to purchase the 
products of labor wherever he can buv them 
the cheapest; and 
Whereas. He also savs that he wants that 
right for the benefit of the working people of 
this country: therefore, 
Itahim’red. That the Chairman of the Wavs and 
Means Committee for elasticity of conscience, 
for monumental gall, aud magnificent patriot­ 
ism takes the whole bakery. 
[Laughter on the Republican side.] 
Mr. Chairman, occasionally you w ill find 
a retired business man who is a free-tiader, 
but alw ays you w ill find the college pro­ 
fessor who has competed for the prize of 
the Cobden Club; and always the dude; 
" Aw, dawn't ye knaw, it’s a blawsted 
sham e, ye knaw, ye cawn't buy these 
gloves and ueck-ties in Xew York "for less 
than twice what they would cost in dear 
old Paree.” 
A ll these are free-traders, and 
also that other class of gentlem en, w ho are 
not to blame for it, because they have been 
brought up in a country w hich a few years 
ago adopted a Constitution w hich was cited 
here lately by the gentlem an from Kansas 
[Mr. Perkins], containing as two of its 
fundam ental principles absolute free trade 
with all the world and the right of capital 
to own its labor. 
Xow, Mr. Chairman, I w ish to devote a 
few m om ents to the question of trusts. The 
favorite peroration of the Democratic ora­ 
tors here is to charge the trusts to the tariff. 
Xow. for the sake of the argument, we will 
adm it tbaf the sugar trust is fostered by 
the tariff. 
W e w ill accept your proposition 
upon that question for the m om ent. 
But, 
if that is true, w hy do you not take that 
trust and throttle it with the M ills bill? Is 
not that a sim ple proposition? 
I had the 
honor, as a Republican and a prott ctioniat, 
of introducing a resolution upon that sub­ 
ject reciting that it was alleged that the 
tariff fostered the sugar trust, and asking 
for information 
and legislation; but I 
understand from members o f the com ­ 
m ittee investigating the general subject 
that, allhough they have em ployed an at­ 
torney and taken a great deaf of evidence, 
not a word has been put before the wit­ 
nesses to show to the conn try what effect, 
if any. the tariff has upon the trusts. 
Mr. Breckinridge of Arkansas—The gen­ 
tlem an is entirely m istaken upon that 
point. 
I am a member of that com m ittee, 
and I know that that question hits been 
gone into quite thoroughly. 
Mr. Mason—I received m y information 
Irom another member of the com mittee. I 
am glad that you have learned som ething 
upon the subject, and I hope that som e re­ 
sult will come of that com m ittee which 
w ill be of benefit to the people of this 
country. 
Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas—I merely 
wished to correct the gentlem an. 
Mr. Mason—That is right. 
Y ou know 
very well that if the controllers of the Mills 
bill should protect the producers of sugars 
in this country, and should at the sam e 
tim e uncover the refiners, those who have 
organized the “ sugar trust,” and force them 
into the markets of the world, you would 
kill the “ trust” in twenty-four hours ; but 
you have not the courage"to do it. 
Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas—If the 
gentlem an had done m e the honor------ 
Mr. Mason—“ W hat are the wild waves 
saying?” 
[Laughter.] 
If I can have two 
or three m inutes extension of m y tim e, I 
have no objection to yielding to the gentle­ 
man. 
Mr. Breckinridge, of A rkansas—If the 
gentlem an had listened to m y remarks this 
m orning he would have found that in our 
dealings with the sugar schedule we not 
only m ake a reduction of $11,000.000 on the 
sugar tax, biu superadded to that, we make 
a reduction of $11,000 000 additional that 
the “ tru st” can charge the people for re­ 
fined sugar. 
Mr. Mason—W hy not save the people 
sixty m illions instead of eleven m illions, 
and at the sam e tim e destroy the trust ? 
But I suppose the gentlem an w ill admit 
that the com m ittee still leaves the tariff on 
the kinds of suger produced and sold by the 
sugar trust—is not that so? 
Mr. Breckinridge, of A rkansas—Certain­ 
ly ; but------ 
Mr. M ason—If you would uncover them 
w ould they not have to corner the markets 


courage, 
Mr. Breckinridge, o f Arkansas—I admire 
the courage of the gentlem an in so distinct­ 
ly avowing the doctrine of “ bounty.” That 
is the “ true inwardness” and essence of 
your w hole protective policy. 
Mr. W ilkinson rose. 
Mr. Mason—I cannot yield. 
If I can 
have m y tim e extended I am w illing to 
yield to all these gentlem en. 
The gentlem an from 
M ississippi, the 
other day, said he wanted to “cook” this 
sugar trust; but he did not; he wanted to 
feed it, and he started into com ic opera. 
But I would suggest to him and the gen­ 
tleman from Xew Y’ork, inasm uch as they 
are poets, and as they propose by this bill 
to protect the sugar trust, that they try the 
old-fashioned lullaby: 
ifock-a-by. Sugar Trust, you're on the tree top 
And w hile we're in power your cradle will 
rock; 
But if the duty on sugar 9hould tumble and fall, 
Lown comes the Sugar Tnist, Mills bill aud all. 
[Laughter.] 
Or if poetical genius should 
im spire them to rise to the heights of 
M other Goose. I would su ggest: 
Little boy bine, come blow your horn nice. 
Blow hell out of mutton but do not touch rice. 
[Laughter ] 
In fancy I see the gentlem an 
from M ississippi holding the infant “Sugar 
Trust” in his arms, and saying. “A h, there; 
stay there! 
[Laughter.] 
I wanted to cook 
the little tootsey-wootsev the other day, 
but I did not mean to cook you. 
Oh. no' 
that was a bluff.” 
And he passed the in­ 
fant “ Trust” to the gentlem an from Texas, 
who says, “Tootsey-wootsev, little Sugar 
Trust, don’t cry, yon shall have all the 
sugar tu the U nited States; theCobden bovs 
can have everything else their wav. but 
dear little Sugar Trust should not be" hurt, 
,D(i‘ 
"^nc* 
gentlem an from Xew 
York fondles and coddles it, and says, “ If 
poor little tootsey-wootsey was to die we 
would not have anything left to throw at 
the Republican party.” 
The gentlem an from Mississippi also said 
that the cows in his State did not give as 
m uch m ilk as those in Xew England, and 
his hens do not lay as m any eggs. 
I want 
to say to him now that if there is anything 
under God's heaven that will drv u p a good 
cow and stop a hen from laying] it is being 
brought up in a free trads country. 
I was pleased when he boasted of the 
beautiful women of the South ; everybody 
knows that all the ladies are pretty—som e 
better looking than others ; but it surprised 
me som ewhat when the gentlem an from 
M ississippi said that they had brainy men. 
I said to m yself. “ Probably that is true; 
but it is another illustration of the old say] 
ing, that you can never tell the kind of 
goods a man keeps by the sam ple he puts 
on the road.” 
[Laughter.] 
The remarks of m y friend from Missouri 
pleased m e very m uch. 
After laboring 
like a m ountain he finally proved that all 
the States of the U nion that had taken ad­ 
vantage of the existing tariff laws had 
become prosperous ; and when the gentle­ 
man from Maine asked him whether be 
proposed to stop the progress, he appealed 
to the clock. I find that the clock is the most 
popular thing to appeal to on theDemocratic 
side when members there are asked ques­ 
tions that they can not answer. [Laughter ] 
The gentlem an from Missouri closed his 
speech by a prayer that the American flag 
should be seen in all the harbors of the 
world that is a very pretty but a very soft 
sentim ent. 
I never want to see the Am er­ 
ican flag m asquerading on an E nglish 
mast. 
I stood with m any of m y colleagues 
a few days ago and saw that magnificent 
vessel, the Yorktown, as she slipped from 
the cradle that had held her since her first 
rib was set down to the m ightv waters, and 
one thing that made m e proud was the fact 
that every pound of iron in her magnificent 
sides sprang from American soil in response 
to the blows from American citizens. And 
when, on the ship setting scil, every pound 
of iron, every foot of timber, every bolt and 
spar and rope comes from the labor and 
genius of American citizens, she speaks not 
only of the power and wealth of this coun­ 
try, but is a floating m onum ent to the 
industries of the country. 
Then, and not 
till then, should the colors of our country 
be nailed to the mast. 
[Applause.] 
T he most popular party‘to-day in Eng­ 
land is the Democratic par'ty of the United 
States. 
[Laughter and 
applause] 
The 
most popular individual to-day in England 
Í3 the President of the United States of 
America, f.ir he recom m ends to this body 
legislation in the interests o f every country 
under God's heaven but our own. 
[R e­ 
newed laughter and applause.] 
I heard « gentlem an on the other side of 
the House, and I heard that great D em o­ 
cratic Senator from Indiana—that is, what 
is left of him [laughter]—I heard them 
ask, “ W hen was the Am erican workman 
more degraded and poorer paid than now ?” 
That is what we have heard. 
I w ill tell 
you when ; why. every day the Democratic 
party was in 
power in 
this country. 
[Laughter and applause.] 
I remember iu 1857, when my father, who 
was a skilled m echanic and a builder of 
wagons, worked for seventy-five cents a 
day. 
You remember the carpenter w ho went 
South and applied for a Situation as a car­ 
penter, about that tim e, of a planter, and 
the planter said, “ I am sorty I cannot give 
you em ploym ent; ju->t bought two car­ 
penters yesterday.” [Applause and laugh­ 
ter ] 
Mr. A llen, of M ississippi—Arc w e to 
judge of his father's sk ill b , the gentlem an 
him self as one o f his products ? 
Mr. Mason—Is this the sam e gentlem an ? 
[Laughter.] 
The Chairman—Does 
the 
gentlem an 
yield for interruption ? 
Mr. M ason—Yes, if it does not com e out 
of m y tim e. 
Anybody who does not like 
m y style of architecture know s where he 
can find m e when I am not busy. 
I am 
busy now. 
[Laughter and applause.] 
1 was about t j say when interrupted by a 
gentlem an who represents a brainy district 
[laughter] that if his party had continued 
in power every man who earns his living 
by the sweat of his brow would stand to­ 
day not only with the products of other 
countries of the world brought to our doors, 
but in direct com petition with slave labor 
upon his own soil. 
Y et they say they are 
the friends of the laboring man, and want 
to buy the products of labor in other mar­ 
kets for the benefit of the laboring people 
here. 
[Laughter and applause ] 
One more thing. 
There h is been a great 
deal of talk in this country amongst the 
best people that there should be som e com ­ 
mercial union with Oauada. 
There has 
been an honest difference of opinion about 
it. 
But everything we had to trade on in 
that direction is absolutely frittered away 
by the M ills bill. 
[Applause.] 
It has been a great pleasure to the Dem oc­ 
racy, aud words that they have roiled un­ 
der their tongue as a sw eet morsel, that the 
Republican party was in favor of free 
w hisky. 
I am here to answer sim ply for 
m yself, responsible to no oDe but my con­ 
science and to m y constituents, and say 
that I never have been, and am not now, in 
favor of free w hisky. 
I am in favor of 
w hisky helping to support the poor-houses 
and prisons whieh it tills, aud next to be­ 
ing a breeder o f paupers, it is the greatest 
producer of Democrats known to modern 
m an. 
I am in favor of and w ill vote to 
take off the tax on all alcohol used in the 
manufactories, and there are thousands 
and thousands of dollars of it used in 
manufacturing soaps, w hich would help 
som ewhat to reduce the surplus, and would 
be of benefit to those manufacturers who 
use it and to the consum ers of soap. 
I do 
not expect the Democrats to vote for this 
proposition. 
X o Democrat can consist­ 
ently vote to reduce the price of soap. 
I wish to call the attention ot the House 
to this fact, that, w hile it is true that but a 
sm all percentage of the laborers of this 
country are em ployed in industries that are 
protected by the tariff, yet every unskilled 
laborer engaged in any kind of work is in 
the market in competition with every other 
unskilled laborer in the country, and it is 
im possible to benefit even a sm all percent­ 
age of our unskilled laborers without bene­ 
fiting every other unskilled laborer in the 
country. 
Som e one m ust labor. 
The old 
Democratic idea that to labor was degrad­ 
ing, is passing away, and this country to­ 
day—which is the greatest known to ’his 
tory—points with pride and joy to the men 
w ho have gone from the tow-path and rail- 
splitting, and from the hum blest walks of 
life to the highest office w ithin the gift of 
the people. 
The real trouble is here, Mr. Chairm an: 
The gentlem en who compose the majority 
of the Committee on W ays and Means 
come six ont of eight from those States 
lately in rebellion, w ho have been taught 
from infancy that free trade is right. X ow , 
gentlem en, when you came here first after 
the war the prodigal-son racket worked 
well, but it is getting old. 
[Laughter and 
applause ] 
Y on used to talk about the 
prodigal son, who is represented in the 
Bible as com ing in and telling his father, 
“ I have been off in a far country; I have 
lost all I had; I am not fit to be your son

But the people are 
getting tired of that sort of thing, and next 
fall they are going to take the prodigal son 
by the nape of his neck and the seat of his 
governm ent and set him out am ong the 
husks of a defeated Democracy [laughter], 
and your great leader, your M ese-, H is 
Aecidency, H is O ne-term itiveness Grover 
Cleveland, w ill be promoted to the highest 
office known to the world, an American 
citizen in private life. 
[Applause.] 
Mr. Chairman, this bill as it stands ought 
not to pass. 
It is a step backward. Let me 
give you a few sam ples of its consistency. 
Take the article of soap manufactured in 
this country. 
They place that upen the 
free-list. 
Thousands of men are em ployed 
in the business here, and m illions of capital 
invested in sm all and large soap factories. 
There are eight or ten different chem icals 
used in the manufacture of soap which 
cannot be supplied here, which the soap- 
makers have to im port and pay a duty upon. 
The duties 
upon 
these 
chem icals are 
not removed, and yet, so far as the m anu­ 
facturers of soap are concerned, they are 
the raw material. 
A man w ho manufact­ 
ures soap outside of this country pays no 
duty. 
If he shipped them to us in this 
country he would have to pay a duty, but 
if he manufactures them into som e article 
to com pete with som e American manufact­ 
ured article he can ship them in free. 
“ Consistency, then art a jew el.” 
Take the 
article o f brushes. 
The manufacturers in 
this country have to pay a duty on the raw 
material used. 
This bill proposes to re­ 
duce the duty 
and 
substantially puts 
brushes upon the free list, and yet leaves 
the Am erican manufacturer to pay a duty 
upon the bristles—an invitation to the 
brush factories of this country to move. 
This bill is substantially the sam e in jute 
and flax, and every part of it, so far as the 
industries in m y district are concerned, is 
an invitation to those factories to go where 
thev ean get labor and raw material cheaper 
and im port them free. 
1 have seen it charged that the Committee 
on W ays and Means have been running 
around loose with representatives of the 
E nglish manufacturers. 
I have seen it stated editorially, in re­ 
sponsible papers, that the agent of the 
English manufacturers has 
wined 
and 
dined the majority end of our W ays and 
Means Committee, aud has in turn been 
wined and dined by them , and that he has 
had constant access to the com m ittee. One 
paper offers to prove, if it is denied, that 
this man is the agent of the English m anu­ 
facturers, and that h e has materially as­ 
sisted in forming the bill. 
After that pub­ 
lication I expected to hear it denied by 
som e member of the com m ittee. 
I know 
they had refused to hear American m anu­ 
facturers on the bill in w hieh they are so 
deeply interested, and did not think the 
com m ittee would like to rest under the 
iruputatiou that they were allow ing foreign 
manufacturers privileges not allowed our 
own citizens. 
That denial, so far as I ean 
learn, has not been made. 
H ow far .bat English influence has gone 
I do not know, but from som e of the feat­ 
ures I find in this bill I suspect an E nglish 
parentage. 
[Renewed laughter]. 
And 
I 
say to you gentlem en on that siile (I repre­ 
sent a district largely composed of working 
people) that if one item of that bill is there 
by the suggestion of a representative of the 
English manufacturers, the man w ho con­ 
sented to it is as mean and contem ptible a 
traitor to the industrial interests of this 
Government 
as 
his 
predecessors 
were 
twenty-five years ago, when they tried to 
destroy it. 
[Derisive laughter on the Dem ­ 
ocratic side.] 
It lacks what your fathers 
had—the elem ent o f bravery. But the man 
who refuses a hearing to an American citi­ 
zen, and consents to be advised by an E ng­ 
lish manufacturer in a great measure of 
public policy in this country, is a betrayer 
of public trust, and is unfit to occupy a seat 
in this H ouse or in any other legislative 
body, except it be the British Parliam ent. 
I am responsible for what I say, and, if m y 
language is not parliamentary, the gentle­ 
man can m ake the m ost of it. 
W hy, Mr. Chairman, if every man iu the 
State of Xew York was a m illionaire this 
country would be that m uch richer and 
stronger for it. 
Illinois 
and M issouri 
would be richer and stronger. 
There nre 
no Slate lines except upon the map and in 
the heart of a Democrat. 
The wealth o f 
one State is the w ealth of all, and when I 
eat or drink or put on m y coat or buy any 
of the things that I have to buy, rather 
than give one cent profit to any m an in any 
country but our own I would give one dol­ 
lar profit to that man w ho stands with me 
under the sam e flag, under the sam e gov­ 
ernment, who is bound by the sam e laws, 
who is bound to fight as I am for the de­ 
fense of the honor and integrity of our 
com mon country. 
I am like the boy who hired his sister to 
m ake his shirts. 
Som e one said, “You 
could have taken those shirtB to the factory 
and had them made and saved $2.” "Y es,” 
said the boy protectionist, “Sister Sally got. 
a pretty fair price. 
She always pays me 
well for what I do fur her. That two-dollar 
I ill is still under the sam e roof with me, 
aud if sickness or trouble or hard luck 
comes to any of our fam ily that m oney is 
there in the house.” 
T he free-trade boy calls his sister a Xew 
England tariff robber. 
Every dollar of wealth in Xew England 
is there to stand levy in tim es of peace or 
wur for our com m on good. 
But the aver­ 
age Democratic orator holds her in no 
closer bond than he does any foreign coun­ 
try. 
W e are taunted daily by her growth 
and wealth. 
She is great and strong. 
I 
thank God for it, for therein lies a part of 
the strength of our com m on country. 
I hail not from Xew England, and can 
speak w ithout prejudice. 
The history of 
our country has neither beginning nor end 
with the history of New England left out. 
Her great statesmen, soldiers and poets fill 
the brightest pages of our history, and we 
would prosper more if we spent less tim e 
finding fault with her, and more tim e 
in im itating her habits of industry aud 
frugality. 
The South finds fault because other sec­ 
tions ot the country have taken advantage 
of the tariff laws, w hile she has left lier 
natural resources undeveloped. 
And this 
com m ittee of Southern gentlem en seek by 
this bill to protect every article of m anu­ 
facture or agriculture 
produced in the 
South, and it in the protection of the 
South any Xorthern enterprise shall be ac­ 
cidentally protected we are welcom e to it. 
But the gentlem en say that 1 am drawing 
sectional lines. 
Mr. Chairman, I am not. 
I draw attention only to the sectional lines 
that they have already drawn. 
This bill 
and every other biil com ing from the ma­ 
jority of the W ays aud Means Committee 
has been a direct attempt on the part of the 
majority to protect the interests lying in 
the Sonth, regardless of the interests of the 
North, the East, and the W est; and when 
1 go through m y district and see laboring 
m en and manufacturers there and know 
that under protection there is better prom ­ 
ise than even for the future, it gnnds me to 
know that their affairs and their business 
are in the hands of such m en. 
[Laughter 
and applause on the Republican side ] 
la m not drawing sectional lines; you 
are drawing them . 
1 am calling attention 
to history. 
T his bill is a standing m anum ent to the 
incapacity of the com m ittee—a standing 
m enace to the best interests of this country. 
A nd in conclusion, Mr. Chairman, "I 
would say again, we believe that protection 
rotects the laboring man ; and I call upon 
listory to bear w itness that every nation 
under the sun has prospered just in pro­ 
portion as they have reached down to the 
struggling and laboring classes and lifted 
them to a higher and more dignified citi­ 
zenship.

A t Palm yra, W is., 
about forty m iles 
northwest o f M ilwaukee, tiiere m ay lie 
seen to-day a new, sm all locom otive en­ 
gine (hut large enough to draw several 
street cars), the construction of which is so 
different from anything w hich has pre­ 
ceded it as to be a genuine surprise to the 
man ot science as well as to the practical 
engineer. 
E xcept the noise of its wheels 
m oving upon iron rails, it is noiseless and 
smokeless. 
T he fuel, any kind of wood or 
coal, is perfectly consumed. 
T he steam, 
after its use in the engines, is condensed in 
a new nianner, and the water at the boil­ 
ing point is reused. 
T he performances of 
this remarkable piece of m echanism are so 
startling as, naturally,to cause a statem ent 
to be received w ith incredulity by those 
w ho have not witnessed them. ’ 
" 
To see and experim ent w ith a locorao- 
t i\e which starts, stops and reverses its 
direction of movement so silen tly and 
easily that, if your eyes are closed, you 
cannot detect the instant when the direc­ 
tion o f motion is changed is a strange e x - 
perience, and tells more plainly than words 
that the phenom enon before 
you may 
mark an era in the history of engines and 
motors, 
lh e objections to the ordinary 
locom otive w hich 
I 
have enumerated 
above are all overcome in the new engine. 
T he rigid bases and all the shocks inci­ 
dent to a rough and uneven track are ab­ 
sent. 
A ll the wheels o f the new locomo­ 
tive are drive wheels aud all its w eight is 
traction weight. 
T he necessity for a front 
guide truck does not exist, the drive wheels 
being so arranged as to give them easy 
control of the car on curves and on uneven 
tracks. 
T he most surprising feature of th is loco­ 
m otive is that there is very little waste of 
steam, heat and water in operating it, as 
the steam is not thrown away after using, 
but the water ot condensation is returned 
to a high pressure boiler and reused over 
and over again w ith but sm all loss of heat. 
T he noise incident to a forced exhaust, 
common in the old system, is done awav 
w ith here. 
T he combustion of fuel is so 
com plete that no smoke exists. 
T he side 
m otion and jarring felt in the ordinary 
engine is done away w ith, and stopping 
and starting and reversing the motion of 
the engine are very easily accomplished. 
Ths engine runs equally w ell in either 
direction. 
One supply of water and fuel 
is sufficient for h alf a day’s run or even a 
longer run. 
N oth in g is wasted, w hieh 
means an economy in operation never be­ 
fore approached in this class of machines. 
In answer to the claim made that it is 
very difficult, if not impossible, to pump 
boiling water, I can only say that this is 
easily done iu tiiis engine every day, as 
any investigator can see for him self. 
’ ’ 
I have purposely avoided going into de­ 
tails of a technical nature, my object being 
to^ state results only. 
T he advantages of 
this new locomotive over the ordinary one 
are many and revolutionary in their im­ 
portance. 
It need not be m uch more titan 
h alf as heavy as the present ordinary loco­ 
m otive engine, anil the cost of operating 
it is so much less as to astonish engineers. 
Noiseless, smokeless and cinderless, it can 
he used in the crowded streets of cities 
without objection and w ith none of the 
disadvantages of the common grip car. 
The inventor is T. T. Prosser, o f Chi­ 
cago, who is w idely known as a m echani­ 
cal expert and engineer. 
T he Palm yra 
M anufacturing Company are engaged " iu 
building a second locom otive o f this type, 
which may he ex h ib i’ed in Chicago and 
N ew A ork. 
It seems to mark an era of 
great advance in the uses of steam, and 
nothing w hich the last half century has 
seen in this line lias attracted the atten­ 
tion w hich w ill he directed to this new 
locom otive the 
m oment its remarkable 
features are fully made known to the m e­ 
chanical and industrial world.— Duane 
D oty in Railway Age.

N e x t to San Salvador, -Costa Rica is the 


sm allest o f the Central A m erican States— 
y et it is considered the m i’st liberal, ex­ 
cept in the m atter of religion , w hich is 
intensely Roman Catholic. Aa an instance 
o f her liberality, it m aybe m entioned that 
only last mouth the G overnm ent author­ 
ized a loan of three hundred thousand dol­ 
lars for the erection o f school-houses. 


T he people are divided into three classes 
w hites, mestizos (the offspring o f w hites 
and Indians), and the aboriginal inh abit­ 
ants ; the population, all told, num bering 
about 18O;OO0, four-fifths of whom have 
more Indian than European blood in their 
veins. 
T he five tiny Republics known 
collectively as “ Central Am erica,” have 
all together an area of little more than 
175,000 square m iles, and contain not quite 
three m illions of inhabitants. 
It w ill be remembered that after A lva­ 
rado com pleted the conquest o f this section 
(in 1525), it remained subject to Spain till 
about sixty years- ago, when the five colo­ 
nies formed them selves into a Federal R e­ 
public of independent States. 
T his con­ 
federation was dissolved in 1839, and then 
followed a series of unions and dissolu­ 
tions, till sixteen years ago, 
when an 
earnest effort was made to restore the 
former confederation. 
A t that tim e (1872) 
four of the States— Guatemala uot confer­ 
ring— indorsed, 
through 
their M inister 
Plenipotentiary, certain stipulations, in­ 
cluding an agreem ent to protect the au­ 
tonomy of this Central Am erican terri­ 
tory, to extend republican principles, pro­ 
m ote progress, and— above all— to support- 
one another. 
T he agreement, however, seem s to have 
held good only so long as it suited the 
schem es of interested politicians. 
T he old 
question of uniting the live Republics un­ 
der one Governm ent is still the bone of 
contention; and even now there are ru­ 
mors of war, stirred up by the L'nionists, 
or the “ Soto party,” as it is called. 
The 
yu id m ines assert that a secret conference 
was lately held in Casta R ica’s Capital, be­ 
tween the President o f this State, San Sal­ 
vador and Nicaragua, for the purpose of 
agreeing upon an ultim atum to offer to the 
rulers of Guatem ala and Honduras, pro­ 
claim ing a new Central Am erican Union. 
G eneral Zaldivar—ex-President o f San 
Salvador, who led the troops of that State 
against those of G uatem ala when Barrios 
was k illed —wisely secured the inaugura­ 
tion of his friend and ally, General Fran - 
cisco Menedoz, as his successor in the e x ­ 
ecutive chair. 
Then he went to Europe, 
whence lie returned via New York, and 
lately arrived in Costa Rica— with mis­ 
chievous intention, it is believed. 
W hile 
in Pari*, as the accredited agent of San 
Salvador, he negotiated a heavy loan for 
his G overnm ent, ostensibly to be used in 
railroad bu ild in g; and it is alleged that he 
also secured promises of more material 
support 
from France in furtherance of 
projected operations against Guatem ala 
and Honduras— as if the French had not 
already been 
sufficiently 
punished by 
M exico for m eddling w ith affairs in this 
part o f the world. 
T he leading spirit of the schem e is ex ­ 
President Marco A urelio Soto, Zaldivar’s 
closest friend and a near relative, Ber­ 
nardo Soto, the present ruler of Costa 
Rica. 
T he U nionists claim to have not 
only the unanim ous support of three Cen­ 
tral Am erican States, but a large following 
in the other two, and they also assert that 
Secretary Bayard has promised, in case of 
successful issue, the prompt recognition 
and support of the U nited States. 
Though these so-called Republics pro­ 
fess to be patterned from the U nited States, 
T h e M igratory O uaii. 
and their Constitution copied from hers,

A n In d u s tr y ltn tn e d . 
Treasury rulings are as convenient for 
free trade purposes as the M ills bill itself 
would be, if it were a law.

Costa R ica’s 
area is 26,000 square miles, and her reve­ 
nue approximates two m illion dollars per 
annum. 
Som e thirty-eight vears ago ths 
Governm ent granted 
to M." Lafond, the 
French Consul-General, a tract of land 
extending from the G u lf of Dulce on the 
Pacific, to Baeo del Torro on the Carib­ 
bean Sea, for the purpose of opening a 
route between th e two oceans. T hat across 
the Isthm us, by San Juan river, along part 
of the irontier line of Costa Rica, is so far 
opened that 
w ith others 
There is also a railroad on ¡¡he A tlantic 
side into the interior. 
The Cordillera of tl*s Isthmus,, w hich is 
really the connecting link between the 
Andes of th e South and the .Sierra Madres 
of M exico, leading into the R ockies of the 
N orth—-throws off' numerous spurs 
on 
either side, running diagonally across thi* 
little Republic, givin g its surface a contin­ 
ual alternation of abrupt Rights a n i sud­ 
den depressions, interspersed w ith exten­ 
sive forests and barren tracts. 
T he pri­ 
m ary rang» bristles w ith an unparalleled 
series o f volcanoes, extin ct end active, .in­ 
cluding G rist, \ otas, Cartigoj Irazu and a 
dozen others o f that ‘T urning girdle” that 
surrounds the Pacific. 
From the sum m it 
ot the centra! table-lands, on a clear d ay,. 
both the A tlantic and Pacific oceans can 
be distinctly ecu. 
In all parts of Costa Rica except along 
the burning shores, the clim ate is salubri­ 
ous, subject neither to excessive heat nor 
cold, and experiencing few changes except 
from the wet s2nson to the drv. 
It is 
therefore admirably adapted to "agricult­ 
ural purposes, especially in the tabls-lands 
and w ell-w atered valleys. 
T he remark­ 
ably fertile soil is capable of bringing to 
perfection most northern fruits and cereals 
as well as those peculiar to the tropics; but 
nothing is cultivated but eofifee, sugar cane, 
rice, tobacco, Indian corn, and a very little 
wheat. 
T he yearly export of coffee now 
amounts to more than two hundred m ill­ 
ions ot pounds— though that berry was 
first introduced into Costa R ica less than 
fifty years ago. 
Previous to that tim e the 
people were very poor, and it is only since 
the culture of coffee has been so exten­ 
sively carried on that they have attained 
to anything like prosperity. 
T he woods o f Costa Rica are partially 
valuable, including tulip, aloe, rose and 
other rare varieties, besides vast forests of 
mahogany, cedar and ludian-rubber trees; 
cocoa, sarsaparilla, w ild indigo, and va­ 
rious dye-woods are among the indigenous 
products. 
Pearls are found on the west­ 
ern 
coast, below 
N icoya 
bay, and an 
extensive trade is carried on in their 
shells. 
A n excellent quality of tobacco is 
raised, w hich is chiefly shipped to N icar­ 
agua, w hile some of it goes to British 
markets. 
Costa 
Rica, “the rich 
coast,” 
derived its name from the once wonderful 
gold m ines of the eastern mountains, and 
much silver and copper is also known to 
exist. 
But for more than a hundred yerrs 
little attention has been paid to the m in­ 
eral resources, for to wrest from mother 
earth the treasures she has hidden re­ 
quires, as a rule, more enterprise and 
m oney than these people possess. 
So muzzled is the pre-s in this country 
that “the news” is extrem ely lim ited. W e 
read, the other day, in the leading paper 
of San .Jose, som e astonishing item s of in­ 
formation concerning the N orth. 
Among 
other happenings, it was gravely stated 
that the State o f Chicago had lately cap­ 
tured in battle and hanged a company of 
revolutionists (tiie Anarchists?;, anil that 
V ice-President Bayard had proclaimed war 
against Canada. 
A commission o f scien­ 
tists, appointed by the Governm ent of San 
Salvador, lias recently returned from an 
exam ination of the mines of Copan, H on­ 
duras, and report wonderful findings.

George W . Cable, the 


EVENINGS PROMISED. 


distinguished 
author and publicist, delighted a large and 
intelligent audience by his readings in this 
city a week ago. 
It was an intellectual 
treat, ami uo one went from it who did not 
feel refreshed and strengthened. 
Mr. Ca­ 
ble is a w riter who, perhaps more than any 
other recent scholar, has developed an 
A m erican school of fiction, with purely 
American types of character for its basis. 
H e has introduced Americans to classes in 
their own country concerning which they 
were but vaguely informed. 
H e has done 
m ore; he has given us a style new in 
American literature, and altogether good 
and strong. 
But this w riter has not con­ 
tented him self with communing w ith his 
readers through the medium of the printed 
page— he has gone tq>on the rostrum, and, 
meeting them face to face, given them an 
interpretation th at it is impossible for the 
text to convey.

from .-endings from their own work- to 
tlmsc of others; from dram atic interpreta­ 
tions to lectures upon popular literarv 
topics : from historical retrospects to the 
discussion of social and scientific questions. 
The other bureau is the California Museum 
Association. 
It proposes a course of ten 
lectures by gentlemen of culture and abil­ 
ity in our community, upon subjects di­ 
rectly of interest to domestic economv, 
heahi:. financial systems, engineering sci­ 
ence, tiie economies of daily life, etc.

I t is to be adm itted th at w ith wool 
free-listed, the m anufacturer will get his 
raw m aterial at $25,000,000 less cost than 
now. But w ith Mr. Belt, we cannot believe 
the people will receive th at beneficial 
value. 
The manufacturer and m erchant 
will absorb half of it in augmented profits, 
and we may add th at there can be no as­ 
surance given th at foreign 
and home 
manufacturers will uot combine to m ain­ 
tain the prices of the manufactured product. 
Mr. Belt asserts th at we are now growing 
in the U nited States nearly a full supply 
of the finer grades of wool, and need to 
im port but about 15,000,000 pounds. 
U n­ 
der protection we will presently be able to 
grow all the fine grade wool we need. Mr. 
Belt insists th at worsteds, now under too 
low a duty, should be made to pay- a like 
duty w ith woolens, and th at the admission 
of ling, thread, roony and stubbing waste 
under a duty of ten cents causes serious 
loss to wool-dealers, as every pound of 
“ waste ” takes the place of a pound of tine 
scoured wool. N’ow, has protection fostered 
wool production? 
In 1859 we produced 
0,000,000 pounds, and im ported $42,832,000 
w orth of woolen goods ; in 1869 we pro­ 
duced 162,000,000, and im ported to the 
value of $36,676,000. In 1879 we produced 
232,000,000 pounds, and im ported to the 
value of $35,013,000. 
These figures speak 
for themselves. 
They could be continued 
to date and much elaborated, to show that 
the fact is th at wool-growing in the U nited 
.States w ithout a protective tariff would 
cease, and th at the people would not reap 
compensating benefits. 


RIGHT TO THE POINT. 


A distinguished Democrat in a recent 
speech in this city insisted that the work­ 
ers in cotton mills in A m erica receive 
lower wages and work longer hours than 
the workers in cotton m ills in England. 
By a comparative table the R ecord-Union 
exploded th at statem ent. 
More recently a 
free-trade Democratic journal of California 
stated th at the cotton manufacturers in 
this State were crippled because of 
lim ited m arket, were over-stocked with 
goods, and th at bv the reduction of the 
protective tariff a reciprocal condition be­ 
tween this and other m arkets will be 
created, th at will give the cotton m anu­ 
facturers of the country an unlim ited 
m arket. 
A m ercantile firm of Sacramento, which 
deals directly with cotton manufacturers, 
and notably in cotton twines, thread, etc^ 
wrote to the largest cotton m anufacturer 
on this coast— the California Cotton Mills 
Company—and asked it concerning the 
tru th of the statem ents made.

ceived a prompt reply, which we present 
below.

HIGH LICENSE TESTIMONY. 


Pennsylvania and M innesota have just 
reported upon the experim ent of high 
license for one year in those jurisdictions. 
Iu the Keystone State the law went into 
effect Ju n e 30, 1887. 
In the year preced­ 
ing, under the old laiv, there were granted 
14,704 licenses; in 1888, under the new 
law, 7,733, or a decrease of about one half 
of all the saloons in the State. 
In 1887 
the revenue from licenses was $976,179 
under the old law ; in 1888, under the new 
law, it amounted to $1,835,963. 
So the 
experim ent there resulted in decreasing 
the saloons by one h alf and doubling the 
revenue. 
The officials report, also, nota­ 
ble decrease in drunkenness and the dis­ 
appearance of most of the vile dens where 
men were made stupid with bad liquor 
and then robbed. 
Now 
these 
things 
it will be remembered are precisely the 
results th at the friends of high license 
claimed would develop. 
Let us turn to 
the M innesota report. 
In 1888 there are 
1,597 saloons, while in 1887, under the old 
law, there were 2,806. 
T he figures are not 
yet obtainable as to revenue, but it is re­ 
ported ofiiciallv to have been greatlv in­ 
creased. 
B ut it is set forth w ith much 
emphasis th at the social conditions have 
been very much improved during the year. 
T hat is to say, the low groggerics are shut 
up, the call for police service has fallen off 
in all the sm aller towns and cities, and in 
them especially drunkenness, braw ling and 
the crimes of drunkenness have decreased.

marked. 
The 
officials 
report 
still 
another 
interesting fact th at elections have been 
more quietly conducted, attem pts to vote 
fraudulently have greatly decreased, and

cold facts th at prohibitionists and anti- 
high license men alike need to consider.

Sergeant Barwick, Signal Service Ob 
server, informs a R ecord-U nion reporter 
that the highest tem perature yesterday was 
but 75°. which is the first tim e since June 
17th that the m axim um or highest tem ­ 
perature has been so low. 
The following shows the lowest m axi­ 
m um tem perature for each m onth from 
June to the present, viz : June, 74° ; July 
“ 
August, 80°; September, 75° (yester 
76' 
day). The highest m axim um tem perature 
during the same tim e was : 
For June, 96° 
July, 104°; 
August, 108°, and September, 
106°. The extreme lowest or m inim um 
tem perature during the same tim e was 
For June, 48°; July, 51°; August, 51°, and 
September to date, 54°. The above data 
shows that for the past four m onths the 
highest tem perature was 108°, and the 
lowest 48°, or a range of 60°; that is, 
was that m any degrees between the highest 
and lowest tem perature during the past 
four m onths. 
The Signal Service tem perature yesterday 
at 5 a . m . w as56°, 5° cooler than the same 
hour the day before; 12 m. yesterday, 72°, 
being 16° co d er than at the same tim e 24 
hours previous; 
5 p. m. yesterday, 68°, 
which was 15° cooler than the same hour 
the day before. 
The highest yesterday was 
75°, w hich was 19° less than the highest 
tem perature the day before (Thursday). 
The 
average 
tem perature 
yesterday 
was 
62°, being 4° less than 
the nor 
mal for 
that day. 
This is the first 
tim e since the 13th of this m onth that the 
daily average tem perature has been less 
than the norm al. 
The average tem perature yesterday was 
10° less than it was the day before; it being 
72° on Thursday and but 62° yesterday. 
The highest and lowest tem perature yes­ 
terday was 75° and 55°, w hile the highest 
and lowest on Thursday was 94° and 60°. 
The wind yesterday was from the south 
and from eight to fifteen miles per hour, 
and weather clear. 
The lowest average dailv tem perature in 
June was 60°; 
July, 62°; 
August, 65°; 
September (yesterday) 62°. 
Showing that 
there has been but one day in the last four 
m onths that gave a lower daily average tem ­ 
perature, and but one that was as cool as 
yesterday, therefore, speaking in syllogisms 
there has been but three cool days in the 
last four m onths, and yesterday was one of 
them . No doubt the desire of the popula­ 
tion of the Sacram ento valley is for the 
weather to continue to be as tine as yester 
day was. which was a regular Central Cali­ 
fornia day as far as the weather was con­ 
cerned and for this season of the vear.

Kraut. Swanson A gain—Burchard's 
terj' of H is W ife. 
Frank Swanson a sort of “ Nan the Good 
for Nothing,"’ of the masculine gender, 
whose presence in this city has been 
almost a constant source of annoyance to 
many of our citizens and the police, was 
again before the city criminal Court yester­ 
day morning confronted by a charge of 
battery upon a 13-vear-old boy by the 
name of Thomas Maloney. The defend­ 
ant, with a supercilious smile upon his 
countenance, listened to the reading of the 
complaint, and promptly entered a plea of 
guiltv thereto. He was sentenced to pay a 
tine of $•“, or in default of payment thereof, 
to serve a term of live days in the County 
Jail. .Swanson was convicted on the 17th 
of September of vagrancy, but as he 
claimed he had a job at the brickyard down 
the river sentence was not pronounced on 
him and he was allowed to go on the un­ 
derstanding that he would go to work and 
keep away from the L street dives. He has 
made one or two trips on the river since 
then but has -pent so much of his time 
around his old haunts that the officers 
brought him in again, and yesterday Judge 
Buckley sentenced him to thirty days in 
the County Jail. He made the same plea 
that he has made a dozen times before in 
the same C ;urt, to be given one more 
chance, end the Judge said he would con­ 
sult with the Chief of Police about it. 
Frankie He Cole, a lad of some 15 years 
of age, was tried for petit larceny, in hav­ 
ing, while doing some minor part in the 
plav His Natural Life,” presented by the 
Nellie Boyd Dramatic Company in this 
city on Saturday evening last, purloined a 
gold medal belonging to one of the actresses. 
Officer Campbell aud Chief Lee testified to 
having arrested the defendant, to bis de­ 
nial of any knowledge of the theft at first 
and to his subsequent confession of having 
given ‘.he medal to some one to keep for 
him. The defendant, in his own behalf, 
testitied that he found the medal and that 
he did not kuow who owned it. No owner­ 
ship to the medal was proved, and the fact 
that that important link in the chain of 
circumstances being undiscoverable in the 
proof presented, taken w ith his own state­ 
ment that he did not know to whom the 
medal belonged, forced the prosecution to 
an acknowledgment that no case was 
made out. The defendant was therefore 
discharged. 
John I'.obinsou, who hailed from Davis- 
ville, on being called upon to answer to a 
charge of having been drunk, stated to the 
Court that he had been suffering from neu­ 
ralgia 111 the head tor some time and came 
to Sacramento to procure some medicine, 
and, while looking for a drug store, bv 
some mysterious means got into a saloon, 
and the medicine he was given there was 
too much for him and knocked him out 
instead of the neuralgia. He 
mitted to go. 
William Burcbard was found guilty of 
battery upon his wife, this case, which was 
tried Tuesday, having been taken under 
advisement until yesterday. The defend­ 
ant for this offense was lined $30, with 
the usual alternative of imprisonment. 
Burcbard was also tried on Thursday and 
found guilty of disturbing his wife's peace, 
by threatening to give her cause to make a 
complaint for battery. 
When he was 
called up to receive his sentence yesterday, 
I. S. Drown, his attorney, moved the Court 
for an orre-t of judgment on the ground 
that the complaint had been sworn to by 
Burchard s wife and that she had been per­ 
mitted to testify against him, and that the 
wife was not competent witness against the 
husband, without his consent, in any case 
except where personal violence was used. 
Judge Buckley overruled the motion, on 
the ground that there was nothing in the 
complaint to show that the person making 
it was the wife of defendant. No objection 
had been made as to the competency of the 
testimony of the wite at the time her evi­ 
dence was given. Counsel then moved for 
a new trial, on the ground that the verdict 
was contrary to the law and evidence, and 
a long argument was hud on this point. 
Judge Buckley finaliy iook the matter un­ 
der consideration uutil to-day, as a very 
fine question of law is involved.

ANOTHER INDUSTRY. 
A Proposition W hich No Doubt W ilt be 
A ccepted. 
For some days it has been rumored that 
the woolen mills at Santa Rosa would be 
removed from that city to either Marys 
ville, Chico, Oroville, Red Bluff or Sacra­ 
mento. The property belongs to J. K 
Lnttrell and F. X. Loughry. 
These gentlemen have been looking 
about the State for some days and have 
come to the conclusion that Sacramento is 
to become the great manufacturing empor­ 
ium of the West. Last evening they met 
several members of the sub-committee on 
manufactories, of the Improvement Asso­ 
ciation. in the Board of Trade rooms, cor­ 
ner of Second and J streets. 
The meeting was called to order by J. M. 
Avery, who said he regretted the meager 
attendance. The matter to be considered 
was one of great imporiance to the city, and 
one worthy to be entertained by a" large 
public meeting. 
Robert Devlin in a few remarks stated 
the object of the meeting was to get before 
the people a proposition "to establish a new 
business in this city which would add much 
to its prosperty. He introduced Mr. Lut- 
trell, who be said could make his own 
proposition. 
Mr. Luttrell said: We desire to remove 
our woolen mills from their present loca­ 
tion in the town of Santa Rosa. We have 
had in view severai localities. We have 
just finished working up our stock and will 
in a short time move to this city, Chico, 
Bluff or some other point which we

In the 
location of a woolen mill there are several 
essentials to be taken into consideration. 
First—It must be where an abundance of 
help can be secured. Second—It must be 
in a locality where wool can be purchased 
in the local market. Third—It must be 
where fuel can always be obtained for the 
least money. Fourth—It must be in a 
place on an equal footing with all others 
respecting freights and shipping facilities. 
Four or five years ago we could putchase at 
Santa Rosa 4,000 
or 5,000 bales of 
spring 
wool and 
as many in the 
fall. 
Now 
you can not 
buy in 
an entire year in that market to 
exceed from 30 to 50 bales. All the peo­ 
ple in that section have gone out of the 
sheep business; they have turned their at­ 
tention to vineyards and orchard, and the 
mutton we eat to-day in Santa Rosa is 
shipped to us from the Sacramento valley. 
We have to go abroad for our wool, and in 
consequence are compelled to pay two 
freights—one on the raw material before it 
is milled and the other on the manufact­ 
ured article. In order to be successful, we 
must look for reader fields and belter fa­ 
cilities so as to be able to compete 
with others in the same business. Not­ 
withstanding the disadvantages of the loca­ 
tion at Santa Rosa, the mills under the 
present management had paid handsome 
dividends and their goods met wi h ready 
sale. He had raveled over this State from 
one end to the other time and again. He 
was in Sacramento away back in the 40’s, 
and he knew of no place upon the coast 
better tor health or business than Sacra­ 
mento. Financially, the Capital of the 
State to-day was the healthiest city upon 
the coast. The climate cannot be excelled, 
the soil of the surrounding country is un­ 
excelled for its productiveness, there is no 
end of labor; there is an abundance 
of capital; railroads run in every di­ 
rection ; you have excellent river navi­ 
gation, and the lone coal beds furn­ 
ish 
fuel 
so cheap 
that 
it 
must 
of necessity at no distant day become the 
reat manufacturing emporium of the 
West. For woolen mills it has no su­ 
perior. The broad valleys to the south and 
north, the summer ranges that skirt the 
mountains of the east will ever make it the 
center of one of the greatest wool pro­ 
ducing sections on the continent, and here 
will always be found a market for all that 
the largest woolen mills can produce. 
He said we do not come here to ask a 
bonus, a subsidy, or contributions of any 
kind. W hat they proposed was to put up 
a mill with, say, a capital stock of from 
$<10,000 to $100,000. He and his partner, 
Mr. Loughry, would take one-quarter, one- 
third, or one-half of the capital stock and 
allow the other stockholders to have a 
majority of the Directors. They would in­ 
sure a return of one per cent, or more per 
month, and if that was not realized the 
party taking the stock could surrender it 
and get their money. Mr. Loughrv knows 
how to run a mill to make it pay, and he 
had no doubt but that the mill in this city 
could be worked up to paying from 2 to 3 
per cent, per month * on the invest­ 
ment. Their machinery was all of the 
latest and most improved patterns, had 
been in use but a short time, was 
as good as new, and cost in the 
East over $35,000. This they would bring to 
Sacramento and put in the new mill for 
$30,000. Their payroll at Santa Rosa ran 
from $25,000 to $40,000 per annum. They 
employed white help and would have none 
other, and consequently all the money was 
put in circulation in all the commercial 
chanuels of the city. Here, when they 
wouid run double sbilts it would give em­ 
ployment to more than one hundred opera­ 
tors and the payroll would be second only 
to that of the railroad shops. More than 
that, the wool men throughout the valley 
would come here to dispose of the raw ma­ 
terial. They would buy their supplies in 
this city and Sacramento would get the 
greater part of the money which would be 
thrown into the arteries of trade. At least 
two thirds of those who would find em­ 
ployment in this industry would be boys 
aud girls that are now walking your streets, 
non-producers. Our machinery is second 
to none on the coast and the articles we 
manufacture have no snoerior in the mar­ 
ket. If I could sell off some of my land 
to-day, I would ask no one to take a'dollar 
o! the stock, but would take it all myself. 
The people at Santa Rosa do not want us to 
leave, but to-day we have to. ship wool 
from here and Red Bluff" and the cost 
of fuel is double what it is in 
San Francisco. This is fast becoming the 
commercial center of the State. It is made 
so by nature, and it has scarcely entered 
the season of financial prosperity that 
awaits it in the future. 
Mr. Loughry said the mill was what is 
termed a three-set. Citizens could send 
experts to examine the machinery, which 
had been well kept, and as good as new. 
They had the latest improved presses and 
feeders. In shipping the machinery, it 
could come whole, ami be set up and 'run­ 
ning in one week. 
Mr. Luttrell said there was uo trouble 
about sales ; in fact it was difficult some 
times to keep up with orders, which came 
in frequently six months in advance. Fam­ 
ilies will settle where there are manufact­ 
uring industries, and one kind of a factory 
brings another. There is no reason why 
Sacramento should not immediately be­ 
come a manufacturing town. We have 
double the advantage here that we had in 
Santa Rosa. We paid three limes as much 
freight to the local markets, and our fuel 
cost us three times as much as it does here, 
and still we did well in Santa Rosa. We 
would like to have Sacramento come for­ 
ward and take stock, and we will look no 
further. We can put up the mil and have 
it running within the next sixty or ninety 
days. 
Robert Devlin said several citizens had 
been spoken to regarding the matter, and 
all were anxious to have this new industry 
located here. One of the banks offered to 
give from $500 to $1,000 in cash. Oak Park 
Association offered to give a block of land 
for a mill site, which was worth, the way 
the land is rated, from $3,000 to $4,000. 
Judge Beatty offered to deed them a half 
block on B street worth severa1 hundred 
dollars. L. L. Lewis had authorized him 
to say that he would take 500 worth of 
the stock. 
Mr. Tryon said he thought there should 
be a woolen mill started here. The grounds 
where his mill was burned were excellently 
located, the foundations of the building 
were good, and he would like to go into 
the enterprise so far as his means would 
admit. He knew *Mr. Lcugbry to be a 
thoroughly competent man. He had been 
thinking of starting a mill here again, and 
would if everything worked right, but 
then there was plenty of room for two, the 
more the better. The last year be ran the 
mill he discarded Chinese and would never 
employ them again. He was in favor of a 
corporation. Get up your books and start 
out and get your subscriptions. 
Crawford Holland, President of the lone 
Coal Company, said that Sacramento could 
run horse-power cheaper than any city in 
the State. Coal can be laid down in car­ 
load lots at $3 per ton, and one ton for 
steam purposes was equal to one cord of 
wood. During the past year a large num­ 
ber of manufactories have started up on a 
small scale iu Sacramento; they are crow­ 
ing in proportion every day, and all are 
making money. 
Mr. Luttrell was asked by one of those 
present about takiDg the tariff off from 
wool. He laughingly replied: " I voted 
the Whig ticket in this city in 1850. I am 
a Randall Democrat and am a protectionist, 
and if I had been in Congress w hen the 
question cam e up 1 would have voted to 
protect wool. I believe in the protection of 
all of our American industries. I am in 
favor of building manufactories every­ 
where, but I would not put a five-eent

Governor Waterman yesterday pan!oced 
Thomas F. Murphy, who was convicted ia 
the Superior Court of San Francisco in 
May, 1887, of the crime of an assault to 
commit rape and sentenced to three years 
in the House of Correction. The facts of 
the case as evidenced by the testimony 
and affidavits submitted for examination, 
are as follows: The assault is alleged to 
have been committed ttf>011 the person of 
one Bridgett McDermott, who at the time 
was engaged ;tt keeping a low grosgery at f 
247 Stevenson street. Between 3 and 4 F 
o’clock on the morning of April 5, 1887, 
the petitioner, in company with one Pierce, 
entered htr bar-room and called for drinks, 
and Mrs. McDermott claims that while in 
the bar-room the peiitionerand hiscompan- 
ion attempted the crime for which he was 
convicted. It is proved conclusively by 
affidavits of numerous parties living in 
the vicinity ot her place of business that 
the said Bridget McDermott is a low wo­ 
man, whose reputation for veracity and 
chastity is of the very worst, and who is 
almost constanllv under the influence of 
liquor, and while so is of a most quarrel­ 
some disposition. On the other hand, 
Murphy is a young man. 18 years of age, 
of industrious habits, and who prior" to 
this trouble had borne a good reputation. 
He strenuously denies his guilt, and his 
statements are borne out by affidavits. 
This pardon is granted upon the fend of 
new testimony having been introduced 
since the trial, and the statements of the 
twelve jurymen, who certify that had this 
new testimony been introduced at the trial 
their verdict would have been “ Not 
guilty.”

But these styles gradu­ 
ally decreased, each succeeding year bring­ 
ing in simpler ideas, until nothing re­ 
mained beyond the plain back knot, or, as 
some wretch has unfeelingly dubbed it, the 
“ door-knob twist,” and a shingled bang 
shading the forehead. This simple knot, 
commonly called the “ Psyche,” originated 
with the sculptors, who have already 
adopted the Greek form in the arrange­ 
ment of the hair; but it should be borne 
in mind that they also observe the Greek 
cast of features, and the two assimilate 
well, particularly in marble. 
On the 
human head, however, the effect is less 
pleasing, and is a fashion which should 
never have been accepted by American 
ladies.

The American features 
may be, and are, delicate, and the ex­ 
pression piquant, vivacious and altogether 
charming in youth, and dignified later in 
life, but never severe, and in consequence 
bear a more elaborate style of hair-dress­ 
ing with manifest improvement. 
The elegant and elaborate toilets, with 
their accompanying flash of jewels, which 
all full-dress occasions demand, call for a 
correspondingly elegant and ornate coiffure, 
a fact which requires no great stretch of 
reason to comprehend; nor is it difficult to 
imagine how much of the effect of even 
W orth’s most perfect creations must be lost 
in the absence of a coiffure becoming the 
wearer in keeping with her costume. And 
certainly neither the simple Grecian knot 
nor the “ close-cut” hair lately favored 
have met—or even meet—the require­ 
ments of a perfect full-dress toilet. 
H ap­ 
pily fashion, whoso often dictates the fan­ 
tastic and strange, relentlessly overruling 
good taste, has ruled out short hair and 
decreed that long hair, a coiffure more 
elaborate and better suited to the beauti­ 
ful costumes of the day, shall be worn, and 
it is to be hoped that the abbreviated and 
inartistic styles of the past few years will 
fall into the titter oblivion they deserve. 
A new coiffure, which comes in with all 
the freshness of a pleasing variety, is as 
simple of arrangement as it is graceful 
and becoming, and, it is needless to add, is 
meeting with a large degree of favor. To 
ladies wishing to dress their hair in this 
style the directions are: 
First, twist all the 
hair at the top of the head almost close to 
the forehead ; 
place a good-sized “ front 
piece,” dressed in loose, fluffy rings, pointed 
at the forehead over the twist, so as to 
raise it high toward the crown. The hack 
coiffure is dressed with three strands, thus : 
Take one of the strands, make a plain knot 
in the center, so that the curly ends just 
reach the neck ; the two other strands are 
twisted loosely in the shape of a “ rope 
twist,” and placed around the knot in the 
center, just above the curls near the neck ; 
shape them so as to give a long and nar­ 
row effect to the coiffure ; the ends, which 
are curled, are divided in loose rings and 
mingled with the curls of the front piece. 
The same coiffure can be done witli an or­ 
dinary switch of three strands, and the 
little curls above the neck and on the lop 
of the crown can be done with pin curls, 
ornamented with the lieautiful and new 
little shell combs devised expressly for this 
coiffure, or with any of the numerous 
fancies in pins of amber, jet, shell, or the 
more brilliant and 
jeweled ornaments 
adapted to evening dress. 
Another new style that will meet with 
great favor among society ladies is a modi­ 
fied form of one of the many elegant 
coiffures introduced by the Empress Eu­ 
genie during the bright days of her reign 
at the gay capital, when the beau monde 
of every land looked to her for every 
fashion, and than this coiffure there can 
be nothing prettier or more graceful. 
It 
is also designed that the numerous and re­ 
markably pretty ornaments in the shape of 
shell combs now shown in the fashionable 
stores, may be added with excellent effect. 
To illustrate the modus operandi of bring­ 
ing this new style to a pretty reality, the 
hair is brought high on the head and al­ 
lowed to fall in a graceful twist over the

the coil and mingling 
crimps, curled hang or 


equally adapted to home, street or social 
occasions, and may be worn with any 
shape of hat or bonnet, and can be as 
effectively arranged with an 
ordinary 
switch, a front piece aud a few pin curls, 
as with a fine head of hair. 
Taking into consideration that many 
ladies have had ruthlessly “ shingled” 
their abundant tresses, nine out of every 
ten who have bent their heads to the 
hair-dreiser's shears have eagerly wel­ 
comed back a sufficient growth of hair 
to enable them to assume their former 
appearance by securing it to a switch. 
W ith a knowledge of the numerous heads 
of hair that have been sacrificed by this 
senseless fashion, the creator0 of the new 
styles have designed the very graceful 
coiffure known as the “ Cleveland,” with 
the view of enabling every lady to be­ 
come her own hair-dresser, either arrang­ 
ing her hair, or as it will now have to 
be in many cases, a switch. Much care 
and no little thought have been bestowed 
in creating this style ; and, as it seems to 
meet the demand for a coiffure that mav 
l>e quickly adjusted with a pleasing effect 
aud adaptable alike to young, middle- 
aged or elderly ladies, it is recommended 
in preference to oilier styles now in vogue. 
To arrange the “Cleveland” properly all 
the hair should be raised up in a firm twist 
on the crown of the head; from this the 
long hair, or as it may be, a spitch, must 
be divided into three strands; take one 
strand and coil in the center, then twist 
the other two into a loose rope twist, and 
bring to the top of the head a few light 
curls or crimps, either natural or false; 
these are allowed to pass from beneath the 
coil and touch, hut not sweep, the neck, 
while a similar arrangement of short curls 
or rings are placed at the top of the coiff­ 
ure, which mingles with ’ indescribable 
grace with the bangs or front piece, the 
latter being crimped or curled as the taste 
of the wearer may suggest. Ladies who 
have small heads, or whose heads may be 
long or narrow, will find the “Cleveland” 
a vast improvement on the deficient styles 
of late years, while stout ladies, with full, 
round faces, will, by shaping the coiffure 
so as to give it a long and narrow effect, 
have acquired the knack of arranging a 
tasteful and most becoming head dress. 
In fact, when one considers the interest 
shown in ali that pertains to dress, the 
actual study given to designing rare and 
elegant costumes and the amount of time 
every woman spends before her mirror, it 
is singular that so little attention has been 
given to hair-dressing, and what the pro­ 
fessional hair-dresser is pleased to term his 
“art” has been allowed to almost become a 
thing of the past. Tiie revolution which

One of the most pic­ 
turesque styles now coming in is meeting 
with popular favor for two reasons: One, 
that its arrangement affects, only the back 
of the head and the profile, leaving the 
hair at the edge of the forehead and tem­ 
ples to the taste; a liappy adjustment, since 
all faces will not bear the same treatment 
of front hair. 
And for another, that such 
a style may prove the beginning of the 
end—that is to say, a coiffure of the name, 
once accepted, a taste for preserving and 
dressing the hair will revive, and a variety 
of graceful and becoming forms will be the 
result. 
The most popular style raises the hair 
on the crown of the head, when it is given 
a firm twist, and the long hair falling back 
is divided into three strands, one of which 
is coiled in a secure knot to form the cen­ 
ter piece.

Upon the Subject by a W ell- 
Q nalified Authority.

coil, with its crimpled or curled ends ar­ 
ranged to touch the neck below the coiffure 
and mingle with the rings of the hair at 
the point above. 
Those who have lost their locks in the re­ 
cent absurd mania for short hair will, of 
course, have to fall back on false switches, 
pin curls and crimps.

■Washington Belt, oi New York, whose 
ability to speak upon the subject will not 
be question, even by free-traders, says: 
A careful estimate places the number of 
wool-growers in the United States at about 
700 000, and fully 300,000 men are em­ 
ployed by them to assist in caring for their 
tlocks and doing other farm labor. 
A ma­ 
jority of these flock-masters, as well a° 
their employed help, are heads of families ; 
therefore, it you add to their number, their 
wives, children and other dependents, you 
will have a population of at least 4,000,000 
persons mo:e or less interested in the grow­ 
ing of w ool: or aboir one-fifteenth of the 
entire population of the United States. 
There are no doubt fully 130,000 other 
farmers who keep a small number of sheep, 
but these could not be .airly classed as 
growers of wool. 
These seven hundred tbou.-and farmers 
wili average to own or posses.- 
• one 
hundred and sixty acres of lan : .. h— 
making a total of one hundred and twelve 
million acres—devoting the more desirable 
p„rts of their farms to the raising of grain, 
hay, etc. (a good share of which is required 
for the feeding of their burses, cattle, horre 
and sheep during the winter seas m), and 
selecting the poor, rough and hilly portions 
for the pasturing o: their shec-p—thus 
putting to profitable use their en'iie f.retr.s 
The number of sheep iatb e Uni red K ates 
is now estimated at fifty minion head, ind 
the crop oi vv-ol a: about three hundred 
and fifty million pou.i is. worth 
• ; the 
average of last year’s price- about s .ve r y- 
two cents—making the tota: value of the 
wool crop of the country seventy-seven 
million dollars. 
There are sold annually for export and 
home consumption from thirteen to fifteen 
million of sheep for their mutton, bringing 
on an average about $3 per bead; making 
the total value of wool and mutton sold 
each season about $122,000,000. 
If you remove the duly from wool, and 
so make the growing of it an unprofitable 
business, it would render almost valueless 
the portions of these farms devoted to 
sheep-raising, and thereby would decrease 
the average price of the whole farm at !e:ret 
$2 50 an acre, making a lo3s from this 
source alone of $280,000,000. 
Sheep would also decrease iu value 50 
cents a head, making another shrinkage 
of $25,000.000 
Wool would decline from seven to eight 
cenls per pound from the average price of 
the last fifteen years—adding another loss 
of $25,000,000, and the tanners would be so 
impoverished by the low prices obtainable 
for their wool that out of actual necessity 
they would be compelled to reduce the 
wages of these 500,000 persons employed to 
assist in the caring of their flecks and the 
doing of other farm iabor to the ex’ent of 
at least fifteen cents per day, or abont $50 
per year ; making a still further loss of 
$25,000,000 from this source alone. 
Now, for the sake of reducing our reve­ 
nue between $5,000,000 aud $0.000,000, we 
must virtually impoverish one-fifteenth of 
the entire population of the United States, 
and so force this large body of people to fol­ 
low a business that will yield no profit, and 
compel them to raise wool in competition 
with all the poor and poverty-stricken na­ 
tions on the earth, where land and labor 
arc fully one-halt less than in this conntry; 
and in doing this we inflict upon this most 
honorable and respected American indus­ 
try the following losses:

Total loss to the wool industry 
$355,000,000 
If wool bs placed on the free list, our 
woolen manufacturers will obtain their raw 
material twenty-five million dollars less 
than they now do under protection. Will 
the people of the United ¡states get the full 
benefit of this sum in the cheapening of 
their woolen goods? We think not; but 
at least one half of this amount will go to 
the manufacturers and merchants in the 
way of increased profits, and this small 
sum of twenty-five million dollars is all the 
saving which the manufacturers and people 
can possibly make to offset the enormous 
shrinkage enumerated above. 
We ate now growing in the United Stale» 
nearly a full supply of the liner sorts of 
wool, and only require to import on an 
average about fifteen million pounds to 
give ns a full supply. Continue protection 
for a few years and we shall raise all the 
finer wool we require and a large pa’t of 
our carpet wools. 
The importation of worsted goods at the 
present low and unjust rate of duty has iu- 
flieted a very serious loss on manufacturers 
of this class of goods, stopped their mills 
and increased the importation of these 
goods enormously since 1SS3. This should 
be corrected, and worsted should be made 
to pay the same duty as woolens. 
The admission of ring, thread, roving and 
slubbing waste under a duty of ten cen’s 
per pound has caused a most serious loss to 
the owners of wools, for every pound of 
this so called waste takes tiie place of a 
pound of fine scoured wool, and the ex­ 
tensive use of it is the principle canse of 
the large quantity of Territory, California 
and Texas wool now remaining unsold on 
the markets. 
It should have a duty laid 
upon rt the same as scoured wool (which it 
virturllyis) of 30cants per pound. 
These two great companion industries, 
tire growing of wool and the manufactur­ 
ing of woolen goods, are inseparable and 
should be protected equally; the manufact­ 
urer to the extent of the difference in the 
cost of manufacturing in Europe as com­ 
pared with that of America, and the wool- 
growers to the extent of the difference in 
the cost of raising wool in half-civilized 
countries and that of raising it in the 
United States, where laud, labor and living 
are so much higher. 
Competent judges claim that the esti­ 
mates of loss given above might be in­ 
creased one hundred million dollars with­ 
out exaggerating the facts. 
The following tables show that the pro­ 
duction of American wool and of Amer­ 
ican wool manufactures, under protection, 
has since 185!) increased faster than our 
population, and has been steadily supplant­ 
ing foreign wools and foreign goods. The 
only 
exception — carpet 
wools — being 
chiefly wools not grown in the United 
Slates, and admitted under low duties. 
These figures, compiled from the reports 
of the United States Bureau of Statistics, 
completely refute the claim of Premier 
Mills that this country cannot produce the 
wool required for its manufactures, or 
manufacture the woolen goods needed for 
its people.
